On motion of Mr. Hart, a committee of two, appointed by 
the Speaker, consisting of Messrs. Hart and Hubbard, con- 
ducted the members, whose credentials had been presented, 
to the Speaker’s desk, when the oath of office was adminis- 
tered by Hon. George F. Harrington, Speaker. 

On motion of Mr. Stewart, the Governor’s message was 
taken up and read in full by the clerk, as follows: 


STATE OF ALABAMA, 
EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT. 
Montgomery, Nov. 15, 1869. 
Gentlemen of the Senate and House of Representatives : 

I tender my sincere congratulations upon the favorable 
auspices under which you assemble as legislators. 

Through the mercies of a kind Providence the cultivators 
of the soil have this year been blessed with a reasonably 
abundant crop. That class of our people being prosperous, 
we naturally find a corresponding prosperity in mercantile, 
mechanical and other pursuits. Towns and cities are being 
built up, and interval improvements are going forward. In 
a material point of view, therefore, we have cause to be 
gratified at -the actual condition of things, and encouraged at 
the prospect before us. 

Nor is it in material prosperity alone that we find so much 
cause for encouragement. Iu regard to political affairs, there 
is a manifest improvement in the public sentiment of the 
State. We find a diminuation of the excitement and intoler- 
ance which were engendered among the people during the 
process of reconstruction. Those who are responsible for 
the control of the State Government may well felicitate 
themselves at the favorable change which is thus going on., 

Alabama was restored to the Union with a Constitution 
which deprived a considerable number of our people of the 
privilege of voting. This naturally produced irritation and 
complaint. But while this restriction on the elective 
franchise was embodied in the Constitution, that instrument 
also contained a provision which authorized the Legislature 
to remove it. At the first session of the General Assembly 
after the State was restored, the power thus granted was 
exercised in the form of enacting a law for the removal of all 
disabilities which had been conditionally imposed by the State 
Constitution. Since the enactment of that, law we haye had 
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in this State what is popularly called Universal Suffrage. 
I entertain no doubt that this removal of disabilities has con- 
tributed largely to the gratifying change referred to. Under 
the Constitution, it rested entirely with the Legislature 
either, by non-action, to allow the restriction to continue, 
and thus leave the persons embraced in it without the right 
to vote, or, by a favorable action, to invest them with that 
positive political power which appertained to the elective 
tranchise. The Legislature adopted the latter course, and 
time has vindicated its justice and wisdom. That measure, 
besides being just in itself, was so broad and liberal in its 
character, as to relieve those in authority from the charge of 
being actuated by a spirit of proscription. In this connec- 
tion reference may very appropriately be made to the dis- 
abilities imposed by the 3d section of the 14th article of 
amendment to the Federal Constitution. That section pro- 
hibits certain classes of persons from holding any Federal 
or State office, unless their disabilities be removed by a two- 
thirds vote of each House of Congress. I hope the day is 
near at hand when Congress will exercise the authority 
thus given, and enact a law for the general removal of 
disabilities. 

In the process of reconstruction, the elective franchise was 
conferred upon a class of people in our midst who were 
formerly slaves. This introduced a new element into politics; 
and it is not remarkable that, by some, it should have been 
regarded with grave doubts and distrust. Many good citizens 
considered it a dangerous experiment, and one which might 
work serious, if not fatal, injury to our social and political 
system. As for myself, however, I never shared in these 
apprehensions. By the issues of the war, the colored man 
was made free ; and the legitimate result of his freedom, and 
power to maintain it is the right to a voice in naming the 
men who are to make and execute the laws under which he 
is to live. I take pleasure in bearing testimony to the quiet, 
patient, and peaceful deportment of the freedmen, both as 
citizens and laborers. By their efforts to educate themselves 
and their children, they are furnishing commendable evidence 
of their purpose to improve their mental condition, and thus 
increase their capacity for good citizenship. 


MARTIAL LAW. 


It is proper that reference be made to the manner in which 
the laws have been enforced, and the extent to which general 
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order has been preserved throughout the State. Taking the 
State at large, the laws have beea executed with as much 
promptitude and vigor as could be reasonably expected or 
desired at any time or in any State. In the same broad sense 
the people have patriotically yielded that obedience which all 
citizens owe tu the constituted authorities. To this general 
remark, however, there have been some exceptions. 

In particuiar localities crimes have been committed under 
circumstances calculated to induce the belief that they were 
the result of pre-arranged plans; and there is too much cause 
to suspect that, in some such cases, the local officers were 
not sufficiently energetic in their efforts to discover and arrest 
the guilty parties. Another grievance, which has been justly 
complained of, was the receipt, by certain citizens, of 
warnings and threats, purporting to emanate from persons 
determined upon violence, but whose identity was veiled in 
impenetrable secrecy. Information upon these subjects 
reached the Executive Department at different times, and 
from various persons, accompanied, in some cases, by appeals 
for a remedy against the evils complained of. In a few in- 
stances, intelligent and patriotic citizens suggested a declara- 
tion of martial law as the best means of securing a proper 
redress of grievances. Others thought an organization of the 
militia would accomplish a public good in the way of warning 
evil doers, and restraining their violence. Some, again, urged 
both a declaration of martial law, and the organization of a 
sufficient militia force to, maintain military control over 
designated localities. 

It being the undoubted right of every citizen of the State 
to seek a redress of grievances at the hands of those in 
authority, it was my constitutional duty to give these appeals 
a deliberate and careful consideration. Prominent among 
the obligations resting on the Governor, is that which re- 
quires him to take care that the laws be faithfully executed. 
When, therefore, I entered upon the consideration of this 
grave ‘question, I did so, I hope, with a full appreciation of 
its importance, and of the responsibilities resting upon the 
Executive in connection with it. 

The Governor is clearly not authorized to declare martial 
law unless there be a condition of things weich would justify 
him in suspending the. privilege of the writ of habeas 
corpus. Section 19 of our Bill of Rights provides that 
the privilege of writ shall not be suspended, ‘ except 
when necessary for public safety, in times of rebellion or 
invasion,” It will not be contended by any one that the 
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State has recently been invaded. But has there been any- 
where within its limits, a “rebellion,” in any legal sense, 
or in the sense contemplated by the Constitution? Rebel- 
lion has a clearly defined signification. It means an open 
defiance of governmental authority, attended by overt acts, 
or a state of turbulence which interrupts the regular op- 
erations of those agencies that are provided by the Consti- 
tution and laws for the administration of justice and the 
punishment of those who commit crime. In other words, 
there is no rebellion where all the courts are open, and the 
various officers in condition to perform their respective 
duties, and unopposed in their regular exercise. 
It is lamentably true that an unusual number. of crimes 
have been committed in certain localities. But they are 
such as it is the duty of the courts to enquire into and pun- 
ish, Every county has had its regular officers; its judges, 
justices of the peace and notaries public, whose duty it has 
been to issue warrants for the arrest of any and all persons 
reasonably supposed fo be guilty of any crime or misde- 
meanor, punishable by the laws of the State. The sheriffs 
and constables are bound by the laws and their oaths of office, 
to arrest all persons for whom warrants have been issued. 
In order that they may be enabled to perform their duties in 
this respect, the laws of the State authorize them to sum- 
mon to their assistance every able bodied man within their 
respective jurisdictions. Any person refusing to obey the 
command of such officer, when called upon, is guilty of an 
offense, and liable to punishment. - 
No where have the courts been interrupted. No resist- 
ance has been encountered by officers of tbe courts in their 
efforts to discharge any of the duties imposed upon them by 
law. Itis probable that crimes bave been committed by 
men who combined for their perpetration ; and the plans of 
such men may haye been so formed as to elude the vigilance 
of judges, solicitors, and grand juries. But the Constitution 
‘does not authorize a resort to martial law for the purpose of 
seeking a remedy for such evils as these. Judges, justices of 
the peace, and grand juries are authorized by law to use com- 
pulsory process to secure the attendance of witnesses. This 
compulsory process is applicable to preliminary inquiries and 
examinations for the purpose of determining the question of 
preferring charges, as well as to attendance upon courts after 
accusations are in such legal shape as to place persons upon 
actual trial. In a word, they are provided with all the means 
which the intellect or physical force of man can furnish, to

enable them to discover and arrest the authars of crime. If 
criminals cannot be identified and arraigned, with all those 
facilities, it is not likely that they could be detected by any 
arbitrary power that might be asserted by the Executive, 
even if he had the constitutional right to invoke it. 

In a government based like ours, upon the right of the 
people to rule, a grave responsibility rests alike upon officers 
of the Jaw and upon citizens. If a citizen is injured in his 
person, property, or reputation, he can obtain redress through 
the courts. The mode by which he is to obtain justice in 
this way is clearly marked out by the law. It is so -plain 
and simple that any citizen may readily avail himself of it. 
It isthe duty of the proper officer, to whom such citizen 
complains, to issue process for causing the accused to come 
or be brought before him, to answer the complaint. If any 
citizen who is thus injured, fails to perform the plain duty of 
preferring complaint, he cannot justly allege that the laws 
are not enforced. 

It is said, however, by some who are cognizant of lawless 
acts, that, owing to the mysterious organization of those who 
commit them, they are deterred from making their complaints 
in the manner prescribed by law, by fear of future assassina- 
tion or bodily injury. Persons who have been assaulted ase 
sign this as a reason for not instituting legal proceedings 
against men composing disguised bands, commonly known as 
Ku-Klux, and who, under such disguise, have violdted the 
laws. It is certainly to be regretted that lawless bands of 
men should be suffered, in a civilized community, to commit 
crimes and misdemeanors with impunity. The true remedy 
in such cases is for the injured parties, who can identify the 
individuals at whose hands they have suffered, to point them 
out to the civil authorities. If, from fear of future violence 
themselves, they will not do this, it is not at all probable | 
that they would point out the offending parties to a military 
commander. It seems to me that the danger would be.just 
the same in one case as in the other. 

It is readily conceded that, if any citizen of the State has 
been abused in his person, or injured in his property, and 
has complained to the proper officer as the law directs, and 
has by such officer been refused the remedy prescribed by 
law, such citizen may justly complain that the laws have not 
been faithfully executed. An officer thus refusing or neglect- 
ing to do his duty, is guilty of non-feasance, and liable to be 
` punished. But in any case, the party injured must first do 
his or her duty. There is ample power in the courts to pun- 
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ish delinquent sheriffs and constables; but no such power ig 
placed in the hands of the Executive. In such cases, the 
Governor has no authority to do anything except to assist 
the sheriffs or other ministerial officers in the execution of 
process. It is his duty to do this with the whole power of 
the State, when necessary. But he cannot legally interpose 
the military arm of the State even for this purpose, untik all 
other means provided for the enforcement of law, have been 
tried without avail. The powers of sheriffs and constables 
are not exhausted until they have summoned all the able 
bodied men in the county, and the men summoned to assist 
him either refuse to obey, or having come to his aid, encoun- 
téred physical opposition greater than they could overcome. 
In no county in the State, so far as I am advised, has there 
been any open and organized opposition to the officers. If 
there has been such opposition anywhere, it is perfectly safe 
to assume that it might have been. easily swept away by a 
posse commitatus. 

By an act of the General Assembly, approved Angust 11, 
1868, it was made the duty of the Governor, whenever in 
his opinion it was proper, to organize the militia of the State, 
or any part thereof. Under the authority thus granted I 
should have had the militia organized, in whole or in part, if 
I had thought such organization necessary to secure the en- 
forcement of the laws, or the maintenance of tranquillity. 
But [have been unable to see such necessity. Take, for in- 
stance, any county, or part of a county, wherein there was 
an unusual amount of lawlessness. It has already been 
shown that nowhere in the State, has there been any inter- 
ference with the regular functions of the courts or any of 
their officers. And thus I think it is clear that martial law, 
even if it were authorized, would not facilitate the detection 
of crime ; and I think it equally clear that an organized mili- 
tia is not necessary to miake arrests. 

But it may be thought by some that evil doers would have 
dreaded the militia to such an extent that its mere organiza- 
tion would have had the effect of restraining their lawless- 
ness ; and further, if need be, companies could have been 
called into actual service for emergencies where crimes were 
frequent. To this I think a satisfactory reply can be easily 
made. Federal troops are stationed at different places in the 
State, and at points readily accessible beyond its limit. OB- 
cers in command of these troops are under general orders 
from Washington to furnish military assistance to the civil 
authorities whenever requested to do so. Of this I have 
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been advised from official sources. Applications, at different 
times, have been made, sometimes by- officers, and sometimes 
by citizens, for troops to be sent to particular places, merely 
as a measure of precaution ; to allay the fears of the com- 
munity, and prevent possible turbulence. On all such occa- 
sions I lost no time in applying to the proper commander for 
the desired troops ; and in every instance they were promptly 
furnished. I have incidentally learned of troops being sta- 
tioned at different places in the State without any request 
from this Department. This may have been done merely at 
the discretion of the military commanders, which, of course, 
they had an undoubted right to exercise ; or it may have been 
done at the request of local officers or citizens. The general 
orders referred to above, require troops to be furnished upon 
the application of any civil officer, whatever may be his posi- 
tion. 

So far, therefore, as there may be any necessity for troops, 
_ they are already at hand, armed and equipped. They can 
be thrown to any desired point, free of expense to the State, 
and with more dispatch than would be possible with the 
militia, unless, indeed, it were orgapized on the basis of a 
standing army, and kept constantly in the camp and field. 

These views are presented for the purpose of showing that 
there has been no occasion for suspending the regular opera- 
tion of the civil law. But even if there had been actual 
necessity for an appeal to military power, the Executive is 
not invested with the right to exercise it. Section 23d of 
the Bill of Rights. which is embodied in our Constitution, 
says “ that no power of suspending laws shall be exercised, 
except by the General Assembly, or by its authority.” It is 
. perfectly clear that this section refers to the civil laws of the 
State, and it is with the legislative department to determine 
` when, how, and for what purpose they, or any part of them, 

shall be suspended. That department has not ventured to 
exercise the suspending power. In this, I think, it has acted 
wisely, and in accordance with the clear intent of the Con- 
stitution, and the true interests of the people. How, then, 
can patriotic citizens expect the Executive to usurp this 
power of sweeping away civil authority, by declaring martial 
law, or otherwise, especially when no sheriff, or other minis- 
terial officer, has reported to the Executive that he was un- 
able to fully discharge his official duties, and when no such 
officer has ever applied to the Executive for any assistance, 
either ordinary or extraordinary. 
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Another source of complaint is found in the allegation that 
in some cases the proper officers will not make arrests; and 
that in others the judicial tribunals will not convict. If this 
be so, the remedy is not with the Executive, for he has no 
power to. establish military for civil courts. The militia, if 
organized, could dono more than assist in the arrest of of- 
fenders, and when arrested they would have to be turned 
over to the civil tribunals for trial. This is no time for usur- 
pativns, or the exercise of arbitrary power. The time-hon- 
ored bulwarks of civil liberty must besacredly observed, 
even if in their observanee there he exceptional cases of in- 
dividual hardships. 

But apart from all these considerations, there is neither war 
nor rebellion in Alabama. We are io that condition which 
the framework of our institutions recognizes as one of. pro- 
found peace. It must be a palpable assumption of unwar- 
ranted power on the part of the Executive to attempt to rule 
by military law. The laws of war cannot be applied to a 
state of peace, without utterly destroying all those constitu- 
tional safeguards which it is the solemn and sworn duty of 
those in authority to preserve, and without a faithful ad- 
herence to which there can be no civil government worthy of 
a free people. l 

I am aware that it is not usual to discuss a question of this 
kind in an Executive message. Nor should I have troubled 
you with its discussion at this time, were it not that there 
seems to be a misapprehension in the minds of many good 
citizens, and with a portion of the press, as to the extent to 
which Executive power may be employed to correct tem- 
porary evils ina time of peace. It is feared that the military 
rule which the people of the State have experienced for the 
last few years, has induced some indifference to the inestima- 
ble value of civil government. Be that as it may, ibis a 
source of regret to find so many citizens of intelligence, and 
well known patriotism, ready to concede to the Governor 
the power of declaring martial law, upon. the mere request 
of afew individuals who allege no grievance that might not 
be promptly redressed- by the civil tribunals. If upon such 
ground as this, the Governor may supercede the civil authority 
by declaring martial law, there is nothing to prevent him 
from continuing himself in power for an indefinite time. He 
is elected for two years, and until his successor is qualified. 
If he should decide that there was necessity for martial law 
throughout the State, he could instruct his provost marshals 
to allow no elections to be held, and thus no successor would 
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be ehosén. In this way he ‘might indefinitely govern the 
people by military orders, and punish them by drum-head 
courts. 

I find another excuse for the extended treatment of this 
subject, in my great anxiety to allay discontent; to pacify all 
of our people; and to restore reason and patriotism to their 
rightful dominion in the State. It is essential to the early 
and full development of the resources and power of Alabama, 
to that measure of prosperity and happiness which the people 
ought to enjoy, that every person within the limits of the 
State, or who may entertain a thought of coming here, may 
feel perfectly assured that all their rights of person and prop- 
erty, and all their civil and political rights, will be sacredly 
protected against usurpation or violence of any kind, either 
oficial or unofficial. 


IMMIGRATION. 


The subject of immigration is just now exciting a dee 
and wide-spread interest. It is not at all remarkable that so 
much attention should be devoted to it, for it is a question of 
vast importance. There has never been atime in the world’s 
history when a large population was not the controlling de- 
sire in every country that hada government that was in- 
fluenced by enlightened principles. 

To this general rule we form no exception. Itis alike our 
natural desire and our real interest that people should come 
from abroad and settle among us. But in all our efforts to 
attract, we should be careful to adopt such a policy as would, 
if possible, operate to the mutual advantage of the people 
already here, and those whem we invite. Any plan that 
would work to the detriment or disadvantage of either would 
not be in accordance with corréct principles. I believe, how- 
ever, that a large number of immigrants may come to Ala- 
bama and greatly improve their condition, and at the same 
time contribute to the general prosperity of the country in a 
way that would inflict injury upon none. 

But in order to accomplish this desirable result, much. de-_ 
pends upon the general plan to be adopted for attracting im- 
migrants. By some it has been suggested that it would be 
good policy to have agents sent by the State to different ports 
“of Europe, who could write, and cause to be published, such 
information in regard to the advantages possessed by Alabama 
as would induce emigrants to seek a home here. This would 
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involve an expense which the State, in its present financial 
condition, could not well afford to incur; and therefore I do 
not think that such a policy should be adopted. 

At the present price of cotton, there are few, if any, places 
in the world where tarm labor is as well rewarded as it is in 
our cotton-growing States. Cotton raising in Alabama is, 
perhaps, as profitable asin any State in the Union. It is 
probably more so than the average of them; and hence it 
can pay as high a rate as any, and higher than some, for the 
labor that is necessary to produce this great staple. Ala- 
bama, therefore, is peculiarly attractive to such laborers as 
may desire employment in the cotton field. 

Sonie of our mountain counties contain almost inexhausti- 
ble quantities of coal, iron, marble, slate and other minerals. 
Railroads, now in rapid process of construction, will soon be 
completed, which will open up communication with the 
mineral regions, and enterprises for their development will 
create a demand for the labor that is requisite for the pur- 

ose. 

A Then, again, there is a demand, and at an early day there 
will be much more, for a large number of laborers in con- 
nection with the lumber business, near the Gulf coast. These 
facts are becoming known, and as a knowledge of them ex- 
tends, we should make known at the same time our desire 
for laborers to come among us. We should extend a cordial 
invitation. giving assurance that immigrants will be greeted 
with a hearty welcome; and that here they would find po- 
litical liberty, and ample protection for life and property 
under wise and just laws, faithfully and impartially adminis- 
tered. By such a policy as this, I have no doubt we should 
secure a large accession, both from Europe and-our northern 
States, of persons who would make industrious and thrifty 
citizens. : 

The question of introducing Chinese into this country as 
laborers forms a special topic in current discussions upon the 
subject of immigration. All propositions which I have seen, 
for bringing this class of persons to the South, are based 
upon the idea that their labor might be made available for 
the cultivation of cotton, and obtained at a lower rate than 
that which is now paid. I do not think that those who 
favor this experiment have devoted to it that reflection which 
its importance deserves. At any rate, there are more reasons 
than oue why, in my judgment, we should discourage Chinese 
immigration. The proposition to use them as a means to 
reduce the wages of laborers is, of itself, a sufficient reason 
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for opposing the scheme. I do not see how any substantial 
interest in the- State would be benefitted by a reduction of 
laborers’ wages. On the contrary, I should regard such re- 
duction as a positive calamity. We do not want a super- 
abundance of cheap labor. If we have more than capital can 
profitably employ, the necessary consequences will be poverty, 
degradation, misery and crime. The poor would not only 
be deprived of all chances for improving their condition, but 
they would become still poorer; and at the same time the 
rich could in no way derive any legitimate profit from the 
. result. If Chinese were brought to the cotton States, it is 
probable that they would be willing to labor at rates that 
would barely subsist them. What, then, would become.of 
the laborers we now have among us? ; 

Thousands of good citizens, by the misfortunes of the war, 
were so reduced in pecuniary circumstances that they are 
dependent upon manual labor for the support and education 
of their children. Their little homesteads are all they have 
left. The products of their small farms now bring a price 
that is quite renumerative; and this class are beginning to 
prosper as they never did before. As a natural consequence 
they are becoming contented and happy. Even the widows 
and orphans, made so by the war, can make an independent 
support, live honestly, and have some hope of comfort in the 
future. By their industry and frugality they may not only 
provide the means for enjoying an easy life, but may become 
ornaments of society and the pride of the State. 

Again, what is to become of the colored people if wages 
be reduced to the point aimed at by those who favor the 
introduction of Chinese? .The freedmen own but little 
property. They are dependent for support upon their labor 
alone. Planters, at the present price of cotton, can afford 


to pay their employees a rate of wages that will.not only . 


give a comfortable support, but, with proper economy, 
allow some margin for accumulation. But even in the 
most favorable point of view, the advantages possessed by 
our laboring population ‘are limited enough. The true 
policy is, by all means, to enlarge rather than diminish 
them. All pursuits in life rest directly upon the produc- 
` tive industry of the country ; and therefore the laborers have 
the highest claims upon our encouragement and protect- 
Ing care. 

Labor should be diversified. Too much of it should not 
be devoted to the production of any one article. While 
slavery existed, the labor of slaves was directed almost ex- 
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clusively to the cultivation of cotton. That was the great 
absorbing interest of the cotton States. It monopolized 
the capital of the South. Planters seldom thought of 
making investments except in slaves and cotton lands. The 
extent of these investments from year to year may be readily 
inferred when it is remembered that .before the war, the an- 
nual cotton crop was worth about $200,000,000. With the 
cotton raising interest already established, and the profits of 
this vast amount annually applied to its improvement, it was 
very naturally a prosperous business. This mode, however, 
of employing the annual proceeds of the cotton crop neces- 
sarily dwarfed the other pursuits. 

` The error of this policy was perceived at the time by 
thoughtiul and observing men. But now, that the institu- 
ticn of slavery is gone, it is more palpable. Before the war 
the slave population was a little over 4,000,000. The aver- 
age value of slaves was about five hundred dollars; and 
hence they were worth, in the aggregate, over two thousand 
millions of dollars. As the average period of the life of the 
colored race is from twenty to twenty-five years, there was 
in that period, an extinction of this two thousand millions of 
invested wealth. Over one hundred millions a year was 
destroyed by the ordinary mortality of slaves. But all that 
is now changed. Investments will hereafter be made in 
regular branches of business, and non-perishable enterprises ; 
and so there will be a constant swelling of accumulations, 
and a steady increase of wealth. 

I do not wish by any means to be understood as seeking 
to disparage or underestimate the cotton growing interest. 
We should all award to that interest its due prominence and 
value in our State and in the South generally. I hope that 
cotton will permanently maintain the high price which it 
now commands. For this reason, if for no other, I should 
regret a diminution in the rate of wages for cotton producing 
labor, for with such diminution there would certainly be a 
fall in the price of cotton. This would ruin the laborer 
without in any wey benefitting the planter. It is to the 
matual interest of laborer and planter to keep up the rate of 
wages and the price of cotton. 

Still, we have other fields of labor that are already invit- . 
ing to immigrants, and which will become more so by the 
expanding business which we may reasonably anticipate 
from the industrial system that will hereafter prevail. More 
attention should be paid to the raising of grain and liye stock. 
This, by reducing the cost of living, would benefit the en- 
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tire community. It would particularly inure to the ad- 
vantage of the laborer, as it would increase his opportunities 
for saving a portion of his wages. Then, again, we have in- 
ternal improvements which give employment to a large 
number of laborers; and others will soon be wanted in coal 
fields, iron mines, foundries, and cotton factories. There 
will also be employment for a large sumber of mechanics. 
In a word, Alabama is an inviting State for immigrants, 
whether they be skilled or unskilled laborers. 


RAILROADS. 


By an act of the General Assembly, approved February 
19, 1867, it was mace the duty of the Governor, on the part 
of the State, to indorse the first mortgage bonds of railroad 
companies, when certain conditions were complied” with. 
Before such indorsement could be obtained, twenty miles of 
road had to be built and equipped. Then the Governor was 
to indorse for $12,000 per mile for the road proper, and an 
additional amount for bridges, viz: Sixty dollars per lineal 
foot for bridges made of wood, and one hundred dollars per 
foot for such as were constructed of iron. This rate of in- 
dorsement was to continue for every subsequent section of 
twenty miles until the road was completed. 

By an act approved September 22, 1868, this law was so 
amended as to increase the rate of indorsement to $16,000 
per mile. It also provided that indorsements shall be made 
for each section of five miles completed after the first twenty ; 
and repealed so much of the former law as relates to bridges. 
Under the law as thus amended, indorsements, up to the 
present time, have been made as follows :

These roads are in the hands of gentlemen of capacity, 
energy and responsibility. There is every reason to believe 
that they will be completed at an early day; that the inter- 
est on the bonds will be promptly paid as it falls due; and 
that everything else will be done to prevent loss to the State 
on account of the indorsement. I have personally inspected 
the Montgomery and Eufaula Road, and feel safe in saying 
that, although it is not constructed very rapidly, yet the 
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work has been done in a manner that reflects credit upon 
those having it in charge. This road is under the Presidency 
of Mr. Lewis Owen, who manages its affairs with efficiency 
and ability. 

The Alabama and Chattanooga Road I have personally in- 
spected more than once. That road is being built with great 
rapidity ; and I learn from its officers, the Messrs. Stanton, 
that it is their calculation to have the entire line from 
Chattanooga, Tenn., to Meridian, Miss., completed in less 
than two vears. 

I have not inspected the Selma, Marion and Memphis Road, 
but I have satisfactory evidence that the work of building it - 
is energetically prosecuted. Gen. N. B. Forrest is President 
of the Road. aud deserves credit for the efficient manner in 
which he is managing its aifairs. 

In my judginent there is a detect in the law which requires 
the Governor to indorse the bonds of Railroad Companies. 
I am in favor of extending the credit of the State. with 
proper restrictious, to necessary and important works of in- 
ternal improvements ; yet I do not think it sound policy to 
have a general law upon the statute book, requiring the 
State to indorse fur any and every road that may build aud 
equip twenty miles. It is natural that every community and 
locality should desire the advantages of railway communica- 
tion. The convenience of such communication is incalcula- 
ble to every one who wishes to travel, or who has anything 
to transport. So great is the desire for railroad facilities that 
counties and towns will readily vote subscriptions to aid 
them. The inducements to do this are strengthened when it 
is ouly necessary to construct twenty miles of road to place 
it within reach of the State’s indorsement. This being ac- 
complished, the indorsed bonds would be applied to a con 
tinuation of the road; and as additional indursemeuts are 
obtained for every section of five miles after the first twenty, 
county and town subscriptions may easily be obtained to an 
extent sufficient to insure the completion of the road. 

Thus it will be seen that an entire road might be built 
upon public credit, and without the contribution of any indi- 
vidual capital; and it might be done through parts of the 
State, and between points where there is not sufficient busi- 
ness to justify the expenditure of so much money, raised upon 
credit alone. It is possible. indeed, to construct a road in 
this way that would not pay running expenses after it was 
put in operation. This is not in accordance with the true 
theory of extending public aid to works of internal improve- 
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ments. The correct principle upon which to proceed is to 
lend the State’s credit to the efforts of private capitalists, 
whose practical business sagacity foresees remunerative enter- 
rises. 
P Inasmuch, therefore, as the present law will probably so 
operate as to embarrass the State’s credit, I deem it a duty 
to invite such legislation as will protect the State against a 
misfortune of that character. The best mode of accomplish- 
ing this, in my opinion, is to repeal the law which requires 
the endorsement of railroad bonds. This would by no means 
preclude the State from extending assistauce to meritorious 
works of internal improvements. On the contrary, the Gen- 
eral Assembly, which meets annually, could, from tine to 
time, by special acts, lend its credit to such enterprises as 
might be found of sufficient importance and necessity to jus- 
tity it. 

There is another subject in connection with railroads to 
which I invite your attention. It is alleged by merchants 
who are endeavoring to establish themselves in business in 
some of the border couuties, that they are denied the bene- 
fits of the tariff of through freights. Articles, for instance, 
will be purchased at prominent commercial points in Ala- 
bama, and delivered at adjacent towns and cities outside of 
the State at through rates for less than at intermediate points ` 
within the State. This is an unjust discriminatioa, and oper- 
ates to the prejudice of our own business men. It induces 
our border citizens to go beyond the State to sell their pro- 
duce; and our border merchants are compelled to go to the 
favored places to purchase their supplies of groceries and 
other merchandise. The éonsequence is, towns and cities are 
built up and sustained by a business which, by the legitimate 
laws of trade, ought to- be retained in our own State. The 
merchants of Alabama should be allowed at least an equal 
chance wilh those of other States; and if the Legislature 
has the power to prevent a discrimination against them, it is 
clearly right that the power should be exercised. 

So long as common carriers are allowed to discriminate 
against home merchants, our people living near the State 
line, will go abroad to buy and sell. In this way our com- 
mercial advantages will go to enrich other States. Our 
young men will emigrate to such States, and establish them- 
selves in business, in order to enjoy the trade of their old 
friends and neighbors ; and we thus lose not only the legiti- 
mate profits arising trom the trade of our own people, but 
the citizenship of many of our best young men. 
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sembly, in the hope that some law may be enacted that will 
remedy the manifest evil. — 


PENITENTIARY. 


I transmit herewith the annual report of the Inspectors of 
the Penitentiary. It will be seen that the aggregate number 
of convicts is 374. The report gives, in detail, the names of 
the prisoners, the county in’which convicted, the crime for 
which tried, the term of sentence, and prisouer’s occupation. 

In 1806, the penitentiary was leased for a period of six 
vears. Messrs. Smith and McMillan are the lessees, and by 
the terms of their contract with the State, based upon special 
authority of law, they are authorized to employ the convicts 
avy Where in the State, in coal fields and iron mines, and in 
the building of railroads. The policy of employing the eon- 
victs in this way seems to have been adopted, mainly, as a 
means of avoiding the expense that would have been entailed 
upon the State if they had remained in the walls of the 
prison. The contract has yet some three years to run; and | 
under all the cireumstances of the case, it is doubtless well © 
that the lease is in operation. No class of convicts, except 
mechanics, can be profitably employed inside of the peniten- 
tiary as heretofore conducted. Of the 374 now under sen- 
tence, less than forty are mechanics. Over 250 are reported 
as having been common laborers, while the remainder are 
classed as farmers, cooks, laborers, waiters, &e. It would, 
therefore, be very expensive to support such a-large number 
of convicts in a prison where there would be no employment 
for them. 

Still, Ido not think that a lease system should be relied 
upon asa permanent means of finding profitable employ mont 
for penitentiary convicts. When prisoners are thus employed 
they are subject to treatment .for enforcing labor, and re- 
straints to prevent escapes which necessarily involve a degree 
of hardship which may not we warranted by the true spirit 
of those portions of our constitution and laws which author- 
ize the imposition of involuntary servitude as a punishment 
for crime. 

The Penitentiary building at Wetumpka is in a dilapidated 
condition ; and at no distant day the State will be subjected 
to a heavy expense either to repair it or to erect a new one. 
Should it be decided to put up a new building, it will, of 
course, be proper ta determine whether it be done at Wetump- 
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ka or at some other place. I am inclined to think it would be 
advisable to build a new penitentiary on or near some railroad 
in the iron region of the State. If a prison were situated 
contiguous to an iron mine, the labor-of the convicts might 
be devoted to the making of iron, An appropriate locality 
could no doubt be found; and it is also probable that the 
State could purchase land with a supply of iron ore, for an 
indefinite period, to be worked up in the penitentiary. In 
this way, lobor might be furnished for all classes of convicts, 
whether mechanics or unskilled laborers, to an extent that 
would, in all probability, make the penitentiary seli-sustain- 
ing. I respectfully recommend a plan for a penitentiary 
such as is here suggested. i 


PROPOSED ANNEXATION OF WEST FLORIDA. `, 

At the last session of the Legislature, a resolution was 
passed directing the Executive to initiate proceedings for the 
acquisition of certain territory of the State of Florida. Un- 
der the authority of that resolution I appointed three, com- 
missioners, who were subsequently met by three commis- 
sioners appointed by the Executive of Florida, and terms for 
the proposed transfer agreed upon. A copy of this agree- 
ment will be laid before you. > 

By resolution of the Legislature of Florida, it was provided 
that, before final action be taken in regard to this transfer, 
the counties immediately interested be permitted to vote 
either for or against the proposition. This election took 
place on the first Tuesday of this month. I am not yet in- 
formed of the result of the vote, aud mnst, therefore, at a 
future day, make a special communication to the Legislature 
upnn this subject. 


FINANCE. 


The accompanying reports of the Auditor, Treasurer, and 
State Financial Agents show, in detail, the operations‘of the 
Treasury for the last fiscal year, the present condition of the 
State’s finances. For the-fiscal year ending September 30, 
1869, the expensens of the State government amounted to 
$1,932,404 42. 

In addition to this amount, there was disbursed, during 
that period, the’sum of $308,453 39, which formed a part of 
the expenses of the previous year. 

Taxes for the last fiscal year were collected under the rev- 
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enue laws enacted before the present State government went 
into operation, though licenses were issued under the law of 
December 31, 1868. Receipts from these sources for the 
year amounted to $656,451 02. At the beginning of the 
year the amount in the treasury was $215,787 07. These 
two sums make $902,238 09. It was necessary to resort to 
a temporary loan or a sale of bonds to make up the differ 

ence between this amount and that which was requisite to be 
paid from the treasury, including temporary loans and accu- 
mulated school interest for the preceding year. A sale of 
bonds wus deemed preferable, and no loan was negotiated 
_ except one, fora short period, of $<0,000, which has since 
been paid. The amount in the treasury and subject to draft, 
on the first of October last; the beginning of the fiscal year, 
was $127,238 15. | 

The present bonded indebtedness of the State is $5,270,400. 
In the accompanying reports of the Auditor and State Finan- 
cial Agents will be found tabular statements, showing when 
the various bonds issued against the State were issued, the 
amounts of the different classes, where payable and the rates 
of interest. It requires $307,354 00, annually, to pay the 
interest on our bonds. 

Among the bonds held against the State some are payable 
in London. Of these bonds $68$,000 mature in 1870. The 
State has the right to extend these bonds at maturity if it 
thinks proper to do so. This right is expressed upon the face 
of each bond. The bonds referred to draw interest at the 
rate of six per cent. per annum. I recommend the enact- 
ment of a law under which these bonds may be either re- 
deemed or extended, as may be considered-best for the interest 
of the State. | 7 

By an act approved August 12, 1868, the Governor was 
authorized to appoint a financial agent for the State. Under 
the authority of that law I appointed Messrs. Lehman. Durr 
& Co., of this city. To these gentlemen the State is under 
many obligations, not only for substantial favors bestowed, 
but also for the promptitude and efficiency with which they 
have transacted all the business of the financial agency. 


REGISTRATION. es 


It is not improper that I should call your attention to the 
operation of the present registration laws of this State. A 
full, fair, and unrestrained expression of the public voice, 
through the ballot, is the safest and most reliable agency to

secure permanent peace and general tranquillity. Thereshould 
be no intricate and complicated machinery connected. with 
the exercise of the right of suffrage. The whole. system 
should be simplified so as to effectuate the great and funda- 
mental policy of our constitution on this subject. No legis- 
lation, in my judgment, is necessary, except just so much as 
will preserve the purity of the ballot box; and at the same 
time afford an opportunity for a full, fair and free expression 
of the popular voice. Numerous and serious complaints 
have been made ; confined to no particular locality or interest, 
that under the operation of the Registration Act, approved 
October 5, 1868, a full and fair expression of the popular 
voice, though not entirely defeated, has been greatly embar- 
rassed, and by no means satisfactory. It is true, the consti- 
tution requires the establishment of a system of registration. 
But it is equally true that it never contemplated one so com- 
plicated and cumbersome in its details, that by the manipula- 
tions of designing men, the will of the people might or could 
be defeated. The present system has not worked saccess- 
fully or satisfactorily, nor has it met the expectations of its 
friends or the public. I therefore teel constrained to invite 
your attention to the importance of a simplification of a sys- 
tem established under the present law. Whatever defects. 
and imperfections there may be in it, will no doubt readily 
suggest themselves to your minds, and you will doubtless 
have little difficulty in maturing a system that will remedy 
the evils to which I have referred. l 


EXAMINATION OF OFFICES. 


Section 70 of the Revised Code makes it the duty of the 
Governor to appoint, at least once iu each year, three com- 
nissioners to examine the books, accounts and vouchers of 
the Auditor, Superintendent of Public Instruction, and State 
Treasurer. For the purpose of carrying into effect the pro- 
visions of that section, I appointed Messrs. J. A. Farden, 
John B. Taylor and B, H. Screws, as commissioners. Itis 
personally known to this department that those geatlemen 
made a searching and thorough examination into all the de- 
tails of the offices covered by theircommission. The result 
of their labors is embodied in an official report, a copy of 
which is herewith transmitted. It will be seen that the com- 
missioners found that all expenditures from the treasury have 
been made in strict conformity with law; and that the books 
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and accounts of the different offices are kept in a neat and 
business-like manner. $ 


SCHOOL FUND. 


The Auditor is a faithful and efficient officer; but I am 
constrained to express my dissent from the views embodied in 
his report in regaid to the school fund. He says, in effect, 
that the fund has been lost or misapplied by the State. Itis,” 
perfectly clear to my mind that his reasoning and conclusion 
are based upon a misapprehension of the laws of Congress 
under which the fund was created, and the constitution and 
laws of the State under which it is controlled. 

By the act of Congress, approved March 2, 1827, the Leg- 
islature of Alabama was clothed with authority to sell aud 
convey in fee simple, the lands, or any portion thereof, which 
have been appropriated to the State for school purposes ; and 
to invest the money arising from the sales in some productive 
fund, the proceeds of which shall be forever applied, under 
the direction of the Legislature, to the support of common 
schools. Under the language of this constitutional statute, 
full discretion is given the Legislature to determine the man- 
ner in which the investment is to be made. The Legislature, 
for all the purposes of this act, is uot the State ; but as trus- 
tee it invested the fund in the State’s credit. In pursuance 
of a law passed tor the purpose, the State took the money 
arising from sales of donated lands, under express statutory 
obligations te pay interest upon it. This was done many 
years ago ; and the State has scrupulously complied with its 
engagement by promptly paying the required interest ; while 
the trustee (the Legislature,) made effective provision for the 
application of the interest to the support of common schools 
in the appropriate towuships. In all this there is no misap- 
plication or destruction of the fund. 

It is true, the Legislature might have invested the fund in 
bank stocks or other securities. But it exercised its discre- 
tion otherwise, though in a way that accomplished all the 
purposes contemplated by Cengress. sai 

The auditor further speaks of this school fund as a part of 
the State’s indebtedness. On this point, also, there is 
manifestly a misapprehension. It is expressly provided by 
the law of Congress that the fund proper is never to be paid 
to the beneficiary, or used in any way or for any purpose ex- 
cept to produce an income.——Ail the legislation of our State 
has been in strict accordance with this provision. But this 
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is not all.. A similar requirement is embodied in our State 
constitution. Section 10, Article 11, of that instrument, 
says that the fund in question “shall be and remain a perpe- 
tual fund,” “the interest and income of which” shall be ‘‘in- 
violably appropriated to educational purposes.” Inasmuch, 
therefore, as both the law of Congress and the State constitu- 
tion prohibit the payment of the fund itself, or any part 
thereof, it cannot, in any legal sense, be considered a debt. 
Further than this, that part of the constitution above cited, 
which provides that the fund “shall be and remain” per- 
petual, not only sanctions what has already been done with 
it, but seems to require that it be permanently kept in its 
present condition. 

Misapprehension on this subject is the natural result over- 
looking the following undeniable positions: - 1st, Congress 
made the Legislature, not the State, the trustee; 2nd, the 
trustee is required to invest the fund so as to produce an in- 
come, and is specifically prohibited from paying over the 
fund to the beneficiary ; 3rd, the trustees, (the Legislature,) 
is clothed, by. the of Congress, with a large discretion as to 
the mode in which the fund is to be invested; 4th, an 
obligation by a State statute is as effectual as by a State 
bond. 


CRIMINAL STATISTICS. i 


By section 108, Paragraph 5, of the Revised Code of 
Alabama, it is made the duty of the Attorney General to sub- 
mit to the Governor, annually, a report consolidated from the 
reports of solicitors, showing the number of persons indicted, 
convicted, &<., in the State. It appears, however, that there 
is no’ law imposing upon the solicitors the duty of making 
reports, or prescribing the time when, or the manner in which 
it shall be done, 

A communication upon the subject fram the Attorney 
General, is herewith transmitted. I invite your attention 
to the subject, and recommend such legislation as will secure 
proper reports from the different solicitars in the State. 


; PARDONS. 

Section 7, Article 5, of the constitution, requires the 
Governor to communicate to the General Assembly a list of 
the cases in which reprieves, commutations, or pardons have 
been granted. In compliance with the provisions of that 
part of the constitution, I transmit a list of such cases as have 
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been acted upon since the present State government went 
into operation, together with the reasons for such action. 


ALABAMA SCHOOL LANDS IN NEBRASKA. 


At your last session I called attention to the condition of 
certain lands in Nebraska, which had been selected for the 
16th sectionsembraced in the twelve miles square reservation 
in this State. In my communication upon the subject I ex- 
pressed the opinion that those lands were worth about$6,000. 
This opinion was based upon the most reliable information 
then at hand. I afterwards appointed an agent, who adver- 
tised and sold the lands'in the manner provided by law; and 
the aggregate amount of the sales was $20,450 00. A stat- 
ed account of the sales is transmitted herewith. It will be 
seen that the tabular statement shows the exact amount 
which passes to the credit of each township in the reserva- 
tion. 


TAXES. 


It has already been shown that a considerable portion of 
the amount disbursed from the treasury for the last fiscal 
year was for liabilities contracted, and school interest ac- 
cumulated, forthe previous year. But for the present year 
there are no antecedent liabilities to be provided for. Our 
revenue laws, therefore, should be so framed as to raise 
such amount only as will meet the actual expenses of the 
State Government for the present year. As the laws now 
stand, the rate of taxation on real and personal property 
is three-fourths of one per cent. This is a burdensome 
tax, and should not be continued unless it be necessary. 
I do not think the financial condition ot the State requires 
such a heavy tax; and therefore recommend that the tax on 
real and personal property be fixed at one half, or at most, 
six-tentbs of one per cent. 

I invite your attention to the question of providing a board 
of equalization for the State, similar to that which is provided 
for each county, so that there may be an equitable assessment ` 
throughout the State. The assessment returns, as now made, 
exhibit a remarkable disproportion in the value of property of 
the same character in adjacent counties. There should, if 
practicable, be some law for establishing a rate of assessment 
as nearly uniform as is consistent with the differences neces- 
sarily incident. to separate localities. : 
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INDUSTRIAL RESOURCES, 


I transmit- herewith a report of the Commissioner of In- 
dustrial Resources; and invite the attention of the General 
Assembly to the suggestions and recommendations of that 
officer. 


THE XVTH AMENDMENT. 


I have received from the State Department at Washington 
a duly authenticated copy of a Joint Resolution of Congress, 
proposing a XVth Amendment to the constitution of the 
United States. The proposed amendment meets my approba- 
tion. With this avowal of my position in regard to it, I 
submit herewith a correct copy of the said joint resolution.

‘Your Committee on Privileges and Elections, to whom was 
referred the credentials of Hon. Jacob Magee, claiming a 
seat in your honorable body as representative from Mobile 
county. and the protest signed by W. W. D. Turner, Esq. 
which is in the following words, to-wit : 


MONTGOMERY, ALABAMA, 
November 26, 1869. 


To the Honorable House of Representatives 
of the State of Alabama: 


The undersigned, a citizen of the State of Alabama, a resi- 
dent of the city of Mobile, would most respectfully, protest 
against the admission of Jacob Magee, claiming to be a rep- 
resentative of Mobile county, to a seat in your honorable 
body, tor the following, among many reasons: 

ist. Because said Magee is ineligible under the provisions 
of the 14th article of amendment to the constitution of the 
United States, he having been one of the county commission- 
ers of Mobile county for many years, both prior to and during 
the late war, and a member of the rebel legislature of the 
State of Alabama during the war. 

That before the war said Magee took and subscribed, in 
order to hold the office of couuty commissioner, an oath to 
support the Constitution of the United States, and afterwards 
gave aid and comfort to the rebellion against the United 
States Government. 

2d. Beeause of the recent election held in the county of 
Mobile, Alabama, on the 2d inst. The election laws of this 
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State were grossly violated, save and except at the 7th ward 
polls of the city of Mobile, and at which place Alexander 
McKinstry (Mr. Magee’s opponent) received a majority of 
over eight hundred votes. Said violations consisted in chal- 
lenging and refusing to allow registered voters to deposit their 
votes; in intimidations and threats to discharge from employ- 
ment republicans should’ they vote for Magee’s opponent, 
and in the organization of a vigilance committee, (of which 
said Magee was a member), the bare organization of which 
was calculated to intimidate and deter persons from voting 
the republican ticket, and which said organization was in vio- 
lation ot the laws of the State of Alabama. 

3d. Because, at the polling places where the election laws 
of the State were not violated, and where no challenging nor 
intimidations were allowed, Alexander McKinstry, the repub- 
lican nominee, received a majority of over eight hundred 
votes over said Magee. 

For the above reasons. the undersigned begs leave to pro- 
test against the seating of the said Magee as a representative 
from Mobile county.

REPORT: 


In the protest there are three reasons assigned why Mr. 
Magee is not entitled to his seat; but as the first one only 
goes to his eligibility and qualification, we conclude to inves- 
tigate that question first, as in case that should be to our 
satisfaction, it would bea useless expenditure ot time to in- 

` vestigate the other charges. This course was adopted by the 
committee, and against which action Mr. Magee filed the fol- 
lowing protest, to-wit: . 

The undersigned respectfully protests against the hearing, 
by the Committee on Privileges and Elections,. of the first 
charge, to-wit : Ineligibility to a seat in the House of Repre- 
sentatives of the State of Alabama, as preferred in the pro- 
test of W. W. D. Turner, alone and separate from the other 
charges preferred in said protest. He believes he has the 
right, andinsists upon the same, of having all the charges 
preferred in said protest, heard at the same time and tried to- 
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gether before said committee, and not by piece meal, and re- 
spectfully asks that this, his protest, may be received and 
reported by the committee, with the other proceedings in 
said cause.

The result of our investigation upon the alleged ineligi- 
bility and disqualification of Mr. Magee, establishes the fact 
that for many years prior tọ the late rebellion against the 
government of the United States, Mr. Magee held the office 
of county commissioner of Mobile county, by virtue of-which 
he was required to take an oath to support the Constitution 
of the United States. We further find, that during the war, 
and while the State ot Alabama formed a part of the so-called 
Confederate States government, and was in a state of insur- 
rection or rebellion against the government of the United, 
States, said Magee was a member of the Legislature of the 
State of Alabama, and served upon the Committee on Ways 
and Means,-and as such member he gave aid and comfort to 
the enemies of the United States. 

Now, then, the question comes up, whether or not the 
having held these two offices at the time designated makes 
Mr. Magee ineligible or disqualified to hold a seat in your 
honorable body ? 

Section three of article XIV, of amendment to the Con- 
stitution of the United States, provides as follows: 

No person shall be a Senator or Representative in Congress, 
or elector of President and Vice President, or hold any office, 
civil or military, under the United States, or under any State, 
who having previously taken an oath as a mener of Con- 
gress, or as an officer of the United States, or judicial otBcer 
of any State, to support the Constitution of the United 
States, shall have engaged in insurrection or rebeilion against 
the same, or given aid and comfort to the enemies thereof. 

Section 697 of the Code of 1252, makes the court of 
county commissioners a court of record; and section 559 of 
said Code vests the judicial power of the State in a supreme 
court, chancery courts, cireuit courts, courts of probate, 
courts of county commissioners, and justices of the peace. 
Thus it will be seen that the office held by Mr. Magee was 
clearly a judicial office, within the inhibitions of the XTVth 
amendment to the Constitution of the United States, pro- 
vided he afterwards engaged in insurrection or rebellion 
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against the United States, or gave aid and comfort to its 
enemies. ` ` i 

. This Mr. Magee clearly did by serving as a member of the 
Legislature during the time Alabama was engaged in the re- 
bellion against the government of the United States, all the 
members being at that time required to take an oath to sup- 
port the Constitution of the so-called Confederate States 

overnment. . 

We ure, therefore, compelled to report our conviction un- 
der the law and facts of the case, that Mr. Magee is ineligible 
and disqualitied to sit as a member of the House of Repre- 
sentatives of Alabama. 

And we further beg to report the accompanying resolution, 
and recommend its adoption. 

All of which is respectfully submitted.

Your Committee on Privileges and Elections, to whom was 
referred the memorial of John M. Ward, contesting the right 
of Hon. W. T. Brown, the sitting member to a seat in 
your honorable body as the representative from Chambers 
county, who had the matter under consideration, and report 
that they have carefully examined the allegations and proofs 
in the case, and while they cannot report in favor of the right 
of the contestant to a seat in the House as a representative 
from Chambers county ; yet, the evidence shows that there 
were such gross frauds perpetrated at said election, as to pre- 
clude the idea of considering it as the result of the free and 
fair expression of the voters of Chambers county. They are, 
therefore, constrained to report against the right of the con- 

» testant to a seat in the House as a member from Chambers 
county ; and as the evidence clearly establishes the fact that 
said ‘election cannot be relied upon as a free and fair expression — 
of the voters of said county, they are compelled to report 
Hon. W. T. Brown, the sitting member, as not entitled toa 

- seat, because he was not legally and fairly elected. 

Your committee, therefore, report the following resolutions 
and recommend their adoption : 

Resolved, That John M. Ward, the contestant, is not enti- 
tled to a seat in the House of Representatives from Chambers 
county. .

REPORT 
MONTGOMERY, ALABAMA, 
December 2, 1869. 


To the Honorable House of Representatives 
l of the State of Alabama : 


Your Committee on Privileges and Elections, to whom 
was referred the memorial of Allen Alexander, contesting 
the right of Hon. Adolph Proskauer to a seat in the House, 
of Representatives as a representative of the present General, 
Assembly from Mobile county, having examined and consid- 
ered the same, and the evidence and arguments of counsel, 
both for the contestants and the sitting member, submitted 
herewith, report— 

The election here. contested was held on the 3d day of 
August, 1869, and the result showed a majority for Adolph 
Proskauer, the sitting member, of 1,446 votes. But the con- 
testant alleges that notwithstanding this apparent majority 
for Mr. Proskauer, the sitting member, it was the result of 
frauds perpetrated by the friends and supporters of Mr. Pros- 
kauer, by a systematic violation of and disregard of the elec- 
tion laws of the State, and by intimidation and terror.. 

He further alleges that Mr. Proskauer’s election was not 
the result of a fair and free expression of the electors of 
Mobile county ; and that enough of hie friends were intimi- 
dated, challenged, rejected and hindered from voting, to have 
overcome the apparent majority of the sitting member, 

The contest may be divided into the following general 
charges or specifications : 2 

ist. Frauds and fraudulent voting on the part of Mr. Pros- 
kauer’s friends and supporters. 
$ 2d. By a systematic violation of the election laws of the 
tate. 

3d. Intimidations and threats to discharge from employ- 
ment colored vaters, should they go to the polls and vote for 
the contestant. 

4th. Intimidation on the day of election, and the exercise 
of force and violence by which voters were overawed and 
prevented from voting. 

5th. By a systematic canspiracy on the part of those who 
were the supporters of the sitting member, to hinder and 
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delay colored voters who were the supporters of the con- 
testant, from casting their ballots, whereby he lost large num- 
bers of votes. 

6th. Fraud and illegality in the registration list, whereby 
registered voters were prevented from voting for the con- 
testant. 

To these six charges and specifications, the sitting member . 
pleaded a general denial, whereupon the committee pro- 
ceeded to have testimony of witnesses brought before it for 
that purpose on the part of the contestant. 

During the investigation, the committee heard both the 
contestant and sitting member by themselves and by their 
counsel at great length, though no longer than the magnitude 
of the case and the seriousness of the charges seemed to re- 
quire. The proofs and evidence in the case-are somewhat 
voluminous, too much to be conveniently embodied in a re- 
port; your committee have, therefore, thought proper merely 
to sum up the evidence from which they draw their conclu- 
sions. 

The proof shows that Mr. Proskauer received 5,167 votes, 
and that Mr. Alexander, the contestant, received 3,721. 

The committee have thought proper to consider the points 
insisted upon by the contestant, in the following order: 

1st. It is insisted that frauds and fraudulent voting was 
perpetrated by the friends and supporters of Mr. Proskauer, 
and that the fraudulent votes so cast shall be deducted from 
his majority. 

Upon this point the eviderce shows that there was some 
fraudulent voting for the sitting member in one ward. A 
man known to the witness, voted under another name than 
his own. In the fourth ward of the city a white man, known 
as an active supporter of Mr. Proskauer, and who lived, and 
was registered, and had voted tor years in the second ward, 
voted in the fourth ward, where a colored man of the same 
name was registered, thereby cutting off the colored man’s 
vote, who, when he came to the said fourth ward polls to 
vote found his name checked off the printed list because the 
same had been voted by his white namesake of the second 
ward. 

Others who were recognized as party friends by the sitting 
member, were heard to boast that they had voted a number 
of times during the day—which was easy enough done by 
assuming different names that were upon the different regis- 
tion lists of the several wards of the city. 
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To what extent fraudulent votes were cast for the sitting 
member, your committee are unable to say in exact figures, 
put the evidence shows clearly that in several instances there 
was a deliberate purpose, not only to cast a fraudulent vote 
for Mr. Proskauer, but to cut off a legal vote for the con- 
testant. f 

It is due to the sitting member, however, to say that it 
does not appear that he had any knowledge of these frauds 
at the time, or is in any respect personally compromised 
thereby. 

2d. The contestant further alleges, that there was a syste- 
matic violation of the election laws on the part of those con- 
ducting the election; and upon this point, your committee 
find from the evidence, that at most of the polling places, the 
inspectors rejected and refused to receive the votes of per- 
sons whose names were not upon the printed lists, (purport- 
ing to be copies of the registration list), or whose names were 
misprinted or had been voted by some one else, though they 
are satisfied that this course was pursued more because of a 
misapprehension of the proper construction of the election law, 
than from a purpose to defraud. Section 34 of the election law 
provides that there shall be no challenging of electors offer- 
. Ing to vote at any election hereafter held in this State, and any 
registered voters offering to vote at any election in this State, 
shall be allowed to do so, without question, challenge or ob- 
jection by any person, &c. As your committee understand 
and construe this law, there is no power vested in inspectors 
to challenge or reject the vote of any one who claims to be 
a registered voter ; no matter for what cause, and even though 
they may personally know him to be not entitled to do so by 
law. The remedy is a severe penalty upon any one voting 
who is not a registered voter, and the power vested in the 
board of supervisors, composed of the judge of probate, | 
sheriff and clerk of the circut court, to reject any vote found 
upon the poll list and not upon the registration list, it being 
their duty to compare and:count the ballots cast at all elec- 
tions. “ The cross examination upon this point, disclosed the 
fact that many of the inspectors belonged tothe same political 
party with the contestant, but this fact can make no differ- 
ence, as the eftect of their construction of the law was 
equally damaging to him, whether it was the result of good 
or bad motives, as most of the persons whose votes were thus 
rejected belonged to the same party with him, and would no 
doubt have voted for him had they been permitted to do so. 
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It is estimated that the contestant Jost fully 500 votes by 
this, as your committee believes, erroneous construction of 
the election law, and there is. no doubt that the sitting mem- 
ber may have lost some from the same cause, though not so 


- many as‘the contestant. 


8d. The contestant further claims that many persons desir- 
ing to vote for him, were deterred from doing so, by threats 
on the part of the friends of Mr. Proskauer to discharge 
them from employment, sho'.ld they go to the polls. 

Upon this point, the evidence shows that there was a sys- 
tematic effort on the part of the democrats of Mobile, not on- 
ly to deter colored voters within their employment from voting 
by threats ot discharging them from employment should they 
do so, but that in many cases threats were carried into exe- 
cution when disregarded, and it is difficult for your committee 
to see how an election held under such circumstances, could 
be said to be a free and fair expression ofthe will of a majority. 

But to what extent this unjust and outrageous conduct 
reduced the vote of the contestant, your committee have no 
means of judging, but there is no doubt left upom its mind 
that this species of intimidation bad its effect and ought to be 
considered as legitimate evidence. 

4th. The next charge by the contestant is, that on the day 
of election, force and violence were used, whereby voters were 
overawed and prevented from voting. And upon this branch 
of the case, the testimony shows great outrages have been 
perpetrated ; in one, that a man pretending to be a deputy 
sheriff took a ticket from a colored man who was going to 
vote for the contestant, and threw it upon the ground, and 
then gave the colored man a ticket with the sitting member 
name upon it, and ordered him to vote it, which he did through 


At the 7th ward polls, occurred a transaction which, if truly 
stated, would cover all parties concerned with undying shame. 
A more outrageous and high-handed attack on the purity of 
the ballot-box could not be conceived. At this'poll, the evi- 
dence shows there to be usually over two thousand republican 
voters, and about four hundred democratic voters. This large 
number of persons being required to vote at one place, and 
the practice adopted by the inspectors of elections, of hunt- 
ing for the names of persons offering tu vote, upon the print- 
ed list, necessarily congregated a great number of persons 
there at one time, waiting for a chance to vote. About the 
middle of the day, a difficulty of some kind took place here, 
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which created an intense excitement, and from the evidence 
before your committee, they are constrained to the convic- 
tion that it was the result of a premeditated plan on the part 
of bad men to drive off and deter the voters of this ward 
from the exercise of their elective franchise. : 

Without the least, or certainly without any justifiable pro- 
vocation, one organization known as a fire company, who 
had their engine house only about two and a half squares off 
from the place of voting, suddenly threw open the doors of 
their engine house and run into the street a piece of artillery, 
which had been concealed in said engine house, and act ually 
loaded and trained it upon the crowd at said polls. It is 
estimated that there were as many as one thousand 
voters present at the time, and as may be expected, especially 
from the timid, hundreds left the place, as fast as possible, and 
many of those who were thus intimidated and driven from 
the polls at the mouth of the cannon, as well as others, who 
had not been to the polls, but who heard of the condition of 
things there, were prevented from voting. The precise num-_ 
ber thus intimidated and driven from the polls, and who did 
not return to vote, your committee have no means of judging, 
and they leave it for the House to say, what effect it ought to 
have upon the case between the contestant and the sitting 
member ; but the proof shows that the vote of this ward was 
short 1.000 votes from the votes of former elections, and it 
can only be accounted for from the violence and intimidation 
shown to have been practiced at that place. 

5th. The next allegation made by the contestant, that there 
was a systematic conspiracy to hinder and delay persons from 
voting; and the evidence does clearly show that there was 
great hindrance and delay at the places of voting. Especially. 
was this so at the 7th ward polls, where it is said there are 
near 3,000 registered voters. - 

There are four. times the number of colored men in this 
ward that there are white men, yet it appears they were not 
permitted to go to the polls in the same way ; that two gang- 
ways were fixed leading to each box, one of which was de- 
voted to the white men and the other to the colored men. 
Had the numbers have been equal, or nearly so, this arrange- 
ment would not-have been so unjust and unfair, though a vio- 
lation of law. But the number of whites ard colored per- 
sons usually voting at the 7th ward polls was so dispropor- 
tionate as to make the arrangement amount to a rejection of 
colored men’s votes. The proof shows that when the polls 
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were closed, there was a large number of colored present, 
who had not voted because of the delays and unfair practice 
resorted to; some of the witnesses estimate the number of 
colored men present when the polls closed at 500. Just here, 
many, however, of this number had not been able to vote, 
Your committee cannot determine, but it has no doubt from 
the evidence, that the contestant lost a great many votes in 
the way as charged. And while there seems to have existed 
a general purpose to intimidate colored men from voting by 
threats of discharging them from employment for so doing, 
yet your committee cannot undertake to say to a certainty, 
that the contestant lost as many votes from all these causes 
combined as the (combined) apparent majority of the sitting 
‘member. Your,committee, therefore, are compelled to report 
against the right of the contestant toa seat in this House, 
And without expressing any ‘opinion either one way or the 
other, they leave it to the House to say whether or not the 
circumstances detailed on evidence, are sufficient to vitiate 
said election, and to throw it back to the people.

Jacob Magee, of Mobile: 


PROTEST : 


Ta the Honorable the Speaker of the 
House of Representatives of the State of Alabama: 


The undersigned, by leave of the said House, enters this as 
his protest against the action of the House, on the report of 
the committee on Privileges and Elections, in the matter of 
the protest of W. W. D. Turner, to the admission of the un- 
dersigned to a seat in that body. The protest of W. W. D, 
Turner contained three distinct charges, all of which were 
referred to said committee for consideration and report. 

Upon appearing before the committee with his counsel, the 
undersigned was informed by the Chairman, that the com- 
mittee would take up and consider the first charge alone and 
pass upon that ; and if, in their opinion, that charge was sus 
tained, they would report thereon to the House, but if that 
charge was not sustained, they would then proceed to the in- 
vestigation of the other charges. To this mode of proceed: 
ing, the undersigned objected. and insisted that all of the 
charges should be investigated and reported upon, except 
such as might be abandoned, and he entered his protest to 
this proceeding, which protest, was reported by the commits 
tee to the House. The House adopted the report, and there- 
by, in the opinion of the undersigned, acted in contravention 
of the law and of his rights—and he will proceed to state 
his reasons for this opinion. z 

The House, in thei: action on this matter was exercising 
judicial powers, although a part of the political department 
ot the State government. The decision of every question in 
the case is confided by the constitution to the House, but in 
their decision, “although resting with a political department 
of the government and not with the judicial, it is as much & 
question of law, as if it was to be decided by the judiciary. 
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The law which controls or should control a legislative body, be- 
longs to the same one fountain of laws which govern the ju- 
dicial tribunals. Nor has a legislature any more right to de- 
cide a question .coming up for decision, incorrectly or contra- 
ry to the law, than has a judge sitting judicially in his tribu- 
nal.’—1 Bishop on Crim. Law, § 28; 2 Bishop on Crim. 
Law, § 1213. 

Upon the authority of this author, one of the ablest who 
has ever written upon any legal subject, as well as upon 

- reason, the House, in exercising judicial powers, is controlled 
or should be controlled, by the law. 

Under the law, as well as upon reason, all these charges 
should have been heard, considered and decided according to 
the ordinary and usual mode of proceedings in courts of Jus- 
tice,.and should be governed by all the rules and principles of 
the law, both as to the evidence and construction of the law, 
under which it was charged that the undersigned was dis- 
qualified from his seat in the House. 

: This action of the House upon one of the charges alone, 
unless the others were abandoned, was irregular, unprece- 
dented and contrary to law. The protest of Mr. Turner was 
in the nature of the criminal. proceeding, having all its ele- 
ments, calculated, if sustained, to impose a forfeiture upon 
the undersigned of most valuable privileges. The rules of 
law which govern criminal proceedings in the courts, “con- 
trol, or should.control,” the legitimate body, as much as the 
judicial tribunals. In a trial before a court for the pettiest 
misdemeanor, no judge would allow the prosecution to try 
the accused upon one count of the indictment, when it con- 
tained more than one, without the others were withdrawn. 
Those who represent the prosecution in this case are chal- 
lenged to produce a single authority giving the least sanction 
to such a mode of proceeding. 

But there was a more flagrant disregard of the privileges of 
the undersigned, and the rights of his constituents in adopt- 
lng the report of the committee. The question on this re- 
port was a purely legal one, and according to the established 
rules of the House, should have been referred to the Judi- 
clary committee. In the refusal of the House so to refer it, 
he believes he suffered injustice, as he is satisfied that com- 
mittee, upon an examination of the legal questions invoived, 
would have reported in his favor. The reasons for this belief 
he will proceed to state 
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The committee do not state the evidence on which the re- 
port was based, but only the results. l 
That report is as follows :

Your Committee upon Privileges and Elections, to whom 
was referred the credentials of Hon. Jacob Magee, claiming 
a seat in your honorable body, as representative from Mobile 
county, and the protest signed by W. W. D. Turner, Esq., 
which is in the following words, to-wit : 


PROTEST.

To the Honorable House of Representatives 
of the State of Alabama: 


The undersigned, a citizen of the State of Alabama, and a 
resident of the city of Mobile, would most respectfully pro- 
test against the admission of Jacob Magee, (claiming to be a 
representatives of Mobile county), to a seat in your honora- 
.ble body, for the following, among many reasons : 

ist; Because said Magee is ineligible under the provisions 
of the first article of amendment to the Constitution of the 
United States, he having been one of the county commis- 
sioners of Mobile county for many years, both prior to and 
during the late war, and a member of the rebel Legislature 
of the State of Alabama during the war. 

That before the war, said Magee-took and subscribed (in 
order to hold the office of county commissioner), an oath to 
support the Constitution of the United States, and afterwards 
gave aid and comfort to the rebellion against the United 
States government. . 

2d. Because, at the recent election held in the county of 
Mobile, Alabama, on the 2d inst., the election laws of this 
State were grossly violated, save and except at the seventh 
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ward polls of the city of Mobile, and at which place Alex. 
McKinstrey (Mr. Magee’s opponent,) received a majority of 
over eight hundred votes; said violations consisted in chal- 
lenging and refusing to allow registered voters to deposit their 
yotes, in intimidations and threats to discharge from employ- 
ment Republicans should they vote for Mr. Magee’s opponent, 
and in the organization of a vigilance committee (of which 
said Magee was a member), the bare Organization of which 
was calculated to intimidate and deter persous, who wanted 
to do so, from voting the Republican ticket, and which said 
organization Was in violation of the laws of the State of Ala- 
bama. 

3d. Because at the polling places, where the election laws 
of the State were in force, and where no challenging nor in- 
timidation were allowed, Alexander McKinstry, the Republi- 
can nominee, received a majority of over 800 votes over said 
Magee. 

For the above reasons the undersigned begs leave to pro- 
test against the seating of said Magee, as a representative 
from Mobile county.

Beg leave to report that they have had the same under con-- 
sideration, and submit the following report : 

In the protest there are three reasons assigned why Mr. 
Magee is not entitled to his seat, but as the first one only goes . 
to his eligibility and qualification, we concluded to investi- 
gate that question first, as in case that should be proved to 
our satisfaction, it would be a useless expenditure of time to 
investigate the other charges. This course was adopted by 
the cominittee, and against which action Mr. Magee filed the 
following protest, to-wit : . 

“The undersigned most respectfully protests against the , 
hearing by the Committee on Privileges and Elections, of the 
first charge, to-wit: Ineligibility to a seat in the House of 
Representatives of the State of Alabama, as is preferred in 
the protest of W. W. D. Turner, alone and separate from the 
other charges preferred in said protest. He believes he has 
the right, and insists upon the same, of hearing all the charges 
preferred in said protest, heard at the same time, and tried 
together before said Committee, and not by piecemeal, and 
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he respectfully asks that this his protest, may be received and 
reported by the Committee, with the other proceedings in 
said cause.

The result of our inyestigation upon the alleged ineligibil- 
ity and disqualification of Mr. Magee, establishes the fact 
that for many years prior to the rebellion against the Gov- 
ernment of the United States,’ Mr. Magee held the office of 
County Commissioner of Mobile county, by virtue of which 
he was required to take an oath to support the Cuustitution - 
of the United States. 

We further tind that during ‘the war. and while the State 
of Alabama formed a part of the so-called Confederate States 
Government. and was in a state of insurrection or rebellion 
against the Goverpment of the United States, said Magee was 
a member of the Legislature of the State of Alabama, and 
served upon the committee upon Ways aud means, and as such 
member he gave aid and ‘comturt to the‘enemies of the United 
States. 

Now. then, the question comes up whether or not the hav- 
ing Leld these two offices ut the time desiguated, makes Mr. 
Magee ineligible or disqualified to hold a seat in your hou- 
orable body? 

Section three of article fourteen of amendment to the Con- 
stitution of the United States. provides as follows: “No per- 
son shall be a Senator or Representative in Congress, or 
elector of President and Vite President, or hold any office, 
civil or miiitary, under the United States, who having previ- 
ously taken an oath asa member of Congress or au officer of 
the United States, or as a member of avy State Legisiature, 
or as an executive or judicial officer of any State, to support | 
‘the Constitution of the United States, and has been engaged 
in insurrection or rebellion against the same, or given aid and 
comfort to the enemies thereof.” ` 

Section 697 of the Code of 1552, makes the court of county 
commissioners a court of record, and section 550 of said 
Code vests the judicial power of the State in a supreme 
court, chancery courts. circuit courts, courts of probate and 
courts of county commissioners, and justices of the peace. 
Thus it will be seen that the office held by Mr. Magee was 
clearly a judicial office, and within the inhibitions of the luur- 
teenth amendment to the Constitution of the United States, 
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rovided he afterwards engaged in insurrection or rebellion 
against the United States, or gave aid and comfort to its 
enemies. 

This Mr. Magee clearly did by serving as a member of the 
Legislature during the time Alabama was engaged in the 
rebellion against the Government: of the United States, all 
the members being at that time required to take an oath to 
support the Corstitution of the so-called Confederate States 
Government. We are therefore compelled to report our con- 
viction under the law and facts of this case, that Mr. Magee 
js ineligible and disqualified to sit as a member of the House 
of Representatives of Alabama. 

And we further beg to report the accompanying resolution 
and recommend its adoption 

Be it resolied by the House uf Representatives of the State of 
Alabama, That the Han. Jacob Magee, now claiming to bea 
Representative from Mobile county, has not the qualification 
therefor, aud is not entitled to be a member of this bedy. 

All of which is respectfully submitted.

The only evidence before the committee were admissions of 
the undersigned, that he Fad, for many years before the war, 
been one of the county commissioners for Mobile county, and 
was a member of the House of Representatives of Alabama 
in the year 1563, and the acts of the Legislature of that year, 
and the journal of the proceedings of the House. The only 
portion of these read to the committee, was that part of the 
journal showing that the undersigned was a member of the 
committee on ways and means. On this evidence, the com- 
mittee report that the undersigned is disqualified by reason 
of the 3d section of the 14th article of the amendment to the 
Constitution of the United States. 

It is assumed as a fact by the committee, and also by the 
House, that the undersigned held a judicial office under the 
State, because he was a county commissioner, and further 
assumed, that he had taken an oath to support the Constitu- 
tion of the United States, because he was required by law as 
such commissioner to take that oath ; and also assumed that 
he engaged in insurrection or rebellion against the United 
States, or gave aid or comfort to the enemies thereof. because 
he was a membe: ol the House of Representatives of Ala- 
bama, and was a member of the committee on ways and 
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meaus of the House, and that he took an oath to support the 
Constitution of the so-called Confederate States, because 
members of the Legislature at that time were required to 
take the:latter oath. In all eases of criminal proceedings or 
proceedings of a similar nature, which involved a penalty or 
forfeiture of any right or privilege, the rule is, that all the 
facts alleged, which goto constitute the offense, must be 
proved. There is no exception to this rule, except in certain 
cases wheie the prosecution is not required to prove a nega- 
tive, but in all cases where the allegution is affirmative, it 
must be proved. Judge Story, in 2 Gallison’s Reports, page 
498, says: “In general the party claiming a forfeiture or pen- 
alty, is bound to make out his case precisely. Nor is it a 
necessary exception that it involves the proof of a negative 
allegation. For if the law presume the affirmative, the par- 
ty may still be put to the proof of the negative’—and on 
page 500, “it seems to me that in respect to negative allega- 
tions, the reasonable rule is, that the burthen of proof shall 
not rest on the party who holds the athrmative.’’—See, also, 
1 Greenleaf on Evidence, $$ 74, 79; 1 Phillips on Evidence, 
page 493. 

The rules of evidence are the same in civil and criminal 
cases as to burthen of proof.—3 Greenleaf on Evidence § 24. 
In addition to the oaths required by the State Constitution 
of county commissioners, they were required by law to take 
what is called the duelling oath, to have these oaths certified, 
and filed in the office of the judge of probate of their res- 
pective counties—Old Code, $$ 110, 111, 114; Revised 
Code, $$ 149, 150, 153. 

If it is presumed that these oaths were taken, because the 
law requires it to be dune; then it is also to be presumed 
that these oaths were filed in the office of the probate judge 
of Mobile county, because the law also requires that to 
be done, and, therefure, that oath is in writing and in the office 
of that probate judge, and can be produced and proved. 
“The party alleging this fact, can immediately show it without 
great inconvenience, whereas, it proof of its not having been 
taken was required, the inconvenience would be very great.” 
1 Greenleaf on Evidence $ 79. 

The prosecution could have produced that oath if the law 
had been observed, but the undersigned would have been 
compelled, in order to prove he had not taken the oath, to 
examine as witnesses every officer in Mobile county then au- 
‘thorized to administer oaths, and hence the rule, that in such 
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cases, the party making an affirmative allegation, shall be 
‘ held torts proof, while the party not alleging a negative is 
not bound to prove it. 

If the undersigned was indi¢ted for perjury in violating 
‘either of these oaths, he could not be convicted on the pre- 
sumption that be had taken it, There must be proof, not 
presumption, that it had been taken. On an indictment for 
perjury, there must be actual evidence of the fact, that the 
oath was taken.—2 Greenleaf on Evidence, § 192. 

“When the oath is a written paper, signed by the party, 
the original document should be produced with proof of the 
handwriting, and that of the magistrate before whom it was 
sworn.’—3 Greenleaf on Evidence, § 192. 

Se rules òf evidence were violated and totally disre- 

arded. 

, The presumptions which obtain in favor of public officers 
are those which are indulged in, when the public are affected 
by their acts, and not when their rights as individuals are in- 
volved. An illustration of this rule would be, that a citizen 
of Mobile should resist the payment of a tax levied by the 
county commissioners, upon the ground that they had not ta- 
ken the oaths required by law. In *hat case, no enquiry 
would be allowed, because the presumption of law would be, 
that they had done all'that the law required them to do, and 
were de facto in office. 

In considering the further questions involved in this case, 
attention is invited to the character of this law, as highly 
penal, and to the rule that tall enactments which take away 
rights or work forfeitures or create hardships of any kind, are 
to be strictly coustrued,” and ‘if the court entertains any 
reasonable doubt concerning their meaning, it will decide in 
favor of the party to be alfected.—1 Bishop on Criminal law, 
§$ 223-4-5 ; 249. 

And again, “no case is to be brought by construction within 
the law, while it falls not within its words. If a case is fully 
within the mischief to be remedied, and is even of the saine 
class, and within the same reason. as the other cases enumer- 
ated, still, if not within the words, construction will not be 
permitted’ to bring it within the statute.” —1 Bishop on 
Crim. Law, § 250. 

It was accordingly decided in Pennsylvania, under statute 
making it treason to aid the enemies of the State at war with 
her, by persuading others to enlist for that purpose, that the 
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offense was not committed until the person persuaded had ac- 
tually enlisted.—1 Dallas’ Rep. 39. . 

Is a county commissioner in Alabama such a judicial off- 
cer as is meant in the constitutional amendments. There is 
nothing in the fact that the statute vested the judicial power 
of the State among various tribunals, including courts of 
county commissioners, or that it iscalled a court. We mist 
lovk to tne powers actually conterred on that body, and the 
nature of those powers to ascertain its true character. The 
law regards the substance, and not the shadow or names of, 
things. This statute also vests judicial power-in such per- 
sons as are specially vested with powers of a judicial nature. 
Under this clerks of courts, sheritis, registers in chancery, 
and others, exercise judicial powers, but are not judizial offi- 
cers. 

The powers of county commissioners are legislative rather 
than judicial, and the legislative powers are of greater num- 
ber and maguitude than the judicial powers.—Sce old Code, 
$5 703, 704; Rev. Code. $$ 531, $32. 

The supreme court of Alabama, in the 34th of Alabama 
Reports, page 464. and 36th, on page 366, in speaking of 
these legislative powers, calls them ‘ quasi legislative” and 
“ quasi governmental,” not legislative or governmental, but 
in the nature of legislative or governmental powers. It this 
be true of these legislative powers, what shall be said of their 
judicial powers? Can they be anything more than “ quasi 
judicial powers,” or in the nature of judicial powers? Pow- 
ers judicial, within the meaning-of the Coustitation of the 
United States, is one thing ; Power, in its nature judicial, is 
a different and independent thing. The latter may be law- 
fully conferred upon any body, officer or private individual, 
by any name, designation or description, without making that 
body, officer or individual a judicial officer in the meaning of 
the Constitution of the United States. The former, when 
Jawfully conterred, makes the body, officer or person upon 
whom it is conferred, a judicial officer, within the meaning of 
the Constitution of the United States; and nothing less than 
that can miake any one such judicial officer.—United States 
v. Ferreara, 13 How. Rep.; ex parte Gist, 26 Ala. Rep., and 
cases therein cited. 

Many years after the meaning of judicial power and judicial 
officer, within the meaning of the Constitution of the United 
States, had been thus settled and fixed by the unanimous de- 
cision of the supreme court of the United States, the authori- 
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tative expounder of that Constitution, the 14th amendment 
to that instrument was proposed and adopted. In that 14th 
amendment, the very word judicial, which had received its 
settled and fixed meaning by the decision of the highest 
tribunal in this country, was employed. And the universal 
rule is, that when the meaning of a word or phrase in a con- 
stitution or statute has been fixed and settled by judicial con- 
struction, and that word or phrase is afterwards used in an 
amendment to that constitution or statute, it must be taken 
to have been used in the sense of that fixed or settled mean- 
ing—Lx parte Banks, 28: Ala., 28; Anthony v. State, 29 
Ala., 27 ; Huffman v. State, 29 Ala., 40. 

But it is said the board of county commissioners is called a 
court in the statute. This name is nothing. The meaning 
of the Constitution of the United States, which is the supreme 
law ot the land, cannot be changed by any State statute, aud 
of course cannot be changed by the mere name a State stat- 
ute may give to commissioners of a mere county. Each 
county commissioner was per sea judicial officer within the 
meaning of the Constitution of the United States, or was not 
such judicial officer. That he was not such judicial officer is 
rendered perfectly plain, trom the decisivu above cited, from 
which is quoted part of the opinion delivered by Chief Jus- 
tice Taney. 

In discussing the powers conferred on the district judge of 
Florida to examine and adjudge certain claims against the 
United States, he says: * The powers conferred by these acts 
of Congress upon the judge as well as the secretary, are, it 
is true, judicial in their nature—for judgment and discretion 
“must be exercised by both of them. But it is nothing more 
than the power-ordinarily given by law to a commissioner 
appointed to adjust claims to lands or money under a treaty, 
or special powers to inquire into or decide any other particu- 
lar class of controversies in which the public or individuals 
may be concerned. A power of this description is not judi- 
cial in either case, in the sense in which judicial power is 
granted by the Constitution to the courts of the United 
States.” 

In Gaines v. Harvin, 19 Alabama Reports, page 408, the 
supreme court of this State, in discussing judicial power as 
meant in our State constitution, says: ‘* Auditors and com- 
missioners appointed in certain cases, and for specific and 
temporary purposes, commissioners of roads and revenue, or 
for the allotment of dower, the sheriff in executing writs of 
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enquiry in certain cases, so also the masters in chancery, the 
commissioner of patents of the United States, and commis. 
sioners under the late act of Congress, in regaid to proceed. 
ings for the extradition of fugitive slaves, all pertorm duties 
in their nature judicial ; but we have seen no case Lolding 
their acts uuconstitutiona!.” But if these persons had been 
vested with judicial power proper, as meant ip our constitu- 
tion, their acts wouid have beeu unconstitutional. 

And again, in er parie Gist. 26 Ala. Rep., on pages 161, 
162, 164, in discussing the question whether the power con- 
ferred by the act ot Corgress Gu justices of the peace to ar- 
rest, imprison or bail persvus charged with a violativn of the 
criminal law of the United States, was judicial power in the 
sense of the Constitution of the Uuited States, our supreme 
court says: “ Itis maniest, we think, that by the term ju- 
dicial power is here meant that power with which the courts 
are to be clothed tor the purpose of the trial aud determina- 
tien of causes. We concede that the power or authority 
couierred by this section of the judiciary act is in its nature 
judicial. But aithough such authority inveives in its exer- 
cise judicial functions, we are very clear it does vet fall 
Within the meaning ot judicial power, in the sense in which 
that term is used iu the third articie ot the Constitution.” 

In Gaines v. Harvin above cited, our supreme court,.on the 
construction of the weaning of the term judicial power, as 
used in our State coustitutivu, had come tu the same couclu- 
sion as to its Meaning, and on page 164 of 26 Alabama, tur- 
ther says: “ The same rules of construction which would 
apply to a similar provision in our State constitution would 
apply to the article under consideration.” 

In the first volume of Story on the Constitution of the 
United States, section 793, it will be seen that the question 
whether a Senator of the Cuited States was a civil officer of 
the United States, liable to impeachment within the pro- 
visions of the constitutiou, came up before the Senate of the 
United States, aud it was decided by that body that he was 
not such an officer as would be impeached. That learned 
judge says: © The like principle must apply to the members 
of the House of Representatives 5” and again— the clause 
of the constitution now under consideration, does not even 
affect to consider them officers of the United States.” 

It says— the President, Vice President and all civil of- 
cers, (not all other civil officers,) shall be removed, &c.” The 
language of the clause, therefore, would rather lead to the 
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conclusion that they were enumerated as c ontra-distinguished 
from, rather than as included in the description of civil offi- 
cers of the United States. 

The expression above in the quotation from Story on the 
Constitution, to-wit, * not all other civil officers,” is the lan- 
guage aud comment of that distingushed man. 

Tjon the authorities above cited, a county commissioner 
was nota judge clothed with power to hear and determine 
causes, and render judgment, and issue execution, but a mere 
commissioner clothed with certain powers in their nature 
iudi ial, and did not differ in character with the district judge 
in Florida appointed to settle and adjudge claims against the 
United States. 

We have a statute which authorizes an Attorney to be 
called to the beuch to try any case in which the presiding 
judge is incompetent. Such attorney acts as the court in 
such case, but nu sane man would contend that he was a judge 
or judicial officer within the meaning of the constitution. 

But admitting that the undersigned held a judicial office 
as couuty commissioner aud took the oath to support the 
constitution of the United States, and afterwards engaged in 
the insurrection or rebellion, be is not disqualified from a seat 
in the House of Representatives of the State. 

In the construction of this amendment we must be gov- 
erned by the rules for that purpose previously referred to, 
and also by the rule that in a statute the mention of certain 
things is an exclusion of all others. 

The language used in the third section of the amendment 
clearly shows that there was in the minds of its framersa 
manifest distinction between a member of a State Legislature 
and State officer. 

It says, “No person shall be a Senator or Representative in 
Congress, or elector of President and Vice President, or hold 
any office, civil or military, under the Uuited States or under 
any State, &c. The particularity with which it includes 
members of Congress and electors of President and Vice 
President, and does not mention members of a State Legisla- 
ture, is entitled to great consideration. Jf it had been in- 
tended under the term of “office” to exclude persons from 
being members of a State Legislature, why was there such 
particularity in stating that uo person should be a Senator or 
Representative in Congress. If to be a member of the Leg- 
islature is to hold office under the State, then to be a member 
of Congress is to hold office under the United States. If this 
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is so, then the declaration that no person should hold an 
office under the United States, or under any State, would 
have covered the whole ground. If a member of Congress 
is an otticer of the United States, then the mention of that 
class as excluded from being members was useless and gaye 
no greater effect to the law. But it is settled, never to con- 
sider any part of an enactment as useless or without meaning, 
This section excludes all such persons.expressly from being 
members of Congress and electors. and is speakingly silent as 
to members of a State Legislature. That this distinction 
was intended is further shown by the fact that when this 
section enumerates those who shall be disqualified, it express| 
mentions those ‘who, as a member of Congress or of a State 
Legislature, or as an executive or judicial officer of any State, 
took the oath, &c.,” keepivg up the distinction throughout 
the whole section. If it was designed to exclude such per- 
sous from being members of a State Legislature, what is the 
reason, When the law expressly mentious members of a State 
Legislature who took the-oath, it does not expressly mention 
them in the disqualifying clause? l 

It it was beheved by 1ts framers that a member of Congress 
was an officer of the United States, what is the reason they 
did not add atter the word * Vice President,” these other words, 
‘or hold any other office 7” 

Judge Story remarks that the Constitution on the subject 
of impeachment says, “the President, Vice President, and all 
civil officers, not all other civil officers, shal] be removed, &e., 
and the language of the clause, therefore, would rather add 
to the conclusiou that they were enumerated as contra-dis- 
tinguished from rather than included in the description of 
civil off.cers of the United States.” 

This enumeration of persyus who, as a member of Congress, 
or as an officer of the United States, or as a member of any 
State Legislature, ur as an executive or judicial officer, took 
the oath without the addition of the word “other” before the 
word “officer,” would, as Judge Story says, rather lead to the 
conclusion that members of Congress and State Legislatures 
were contra-distinguished from rather than included in the 
description of persons holding office. It had also been pre- 
viously decided by the Senate that one of their body was not 
liable to impeachment as an officer of the United States, and 
Congress, who framed that amendment, must have beeu aware 
of that decision and framed this law in view of that decision; 
and, therefore, by not expressly declaring that the persons 
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enumerated should not be members of a State Legislature, 
they did not intend to disqualify them for that trust. 

These questions might be still further elaborated by show- 
ing that to have been a member of the Legislature during the 
war was not engag ng in insurrection or rebellion against the 
United States, or giving aid or comfort to the enemies thereof. 
That these offenses must be actually, not constructively 
committed. In either case there must be an overt act proved, 
and no words or oaths, and no assemblage of men, whether 
convention or legislature, is guilty of these offenses, if they 
do not assemble with arms, although they may pass resolu - 

„tions and acts for the inauguration of war.—See Judge 

Sprague’s charge to the grand jury of the district court of 
the United States, at Boston ; 23 Law Reports, p. 705, 707 ; 
Texas vs. White; 7 Wallace, 732, 733; Ex-parte Ballman, 
4 Cranch 75,-125; Burr’s Trial, 1 vol. 514; 3 Greenleaf on 
Evidence, § 240; Fosters Crown Law, 197; 1 East’s Pleas 
of the Crown, LL7. i 

In view ot the magnitude of the question as involving not 
only the rights of the undersigned, but those of his constitu- 
ents and of a large portion of the peuple of the State, he has 
felt |iinself constrained to present the above views as consti- 
tuting in part his reasons for this protest against the action 
of the House in the premises, and he respectfully asks leave 
of the House that this be entered on its journals.

JOINT RESOLUTION. 


Resolved by the General Assembly of Alabama, That both 
Houses of the General Assembly take a recess from the 15th 
of December, 1569, to the 10th day of January, 1870. 

On motion of Mr. Jennings, the memorial {rom the Board 
of Education, which is as follows, was referred to the Com- 
mittee on Education : 


To the Honorable House of Representatives 
a of the State of Alabama: 


GENTLEMEN—Your petitioners, members of the Board of 
Regents of the Uuiversity of Alabama, most respectfully pe- 
tition your honorable body to eùñact such laws as in your 
judgment will assist in placing our State University upon a 
firm and substantial basis, and to accomplish this we would 
most respectfully request your consideration of the following 
propositions : = 

1. To attach to the University the donation of the 240,000 
acres of land granted by the general government for the pur- 
pose of establishing a mechanical and agricultural college ; 
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the Regents to establish a chair for each department in the 
state University. i 

9, To donate to the University the $70,000 loaned to the 
State in 1866, to rebuild the University building; some 
$43,000 of which has already been expended, or if not do- 
nated, to extend the time of payment to some ten years 
hence. 

3. We would ask further, that the large amount lost to 
the University fuud by legislation of former years, be re- 
turned to us or made available to the University. 

Your petitioners are fully aware that since the University 
has been under our control, it has not proved an entire suc- 
cess, by reason of circumstances and influences entirely be- 
yond our control, having on four different occasions selected 
men for President who were unable to accept the position ; 
but feel confident, during our present session, which we de- 
sire to terminate at the earliest practicable moment, of find- 
ing an acceptable man, well qualified for the responsible 
position. 

We beg leave to state that it is our desire and purpose to 
receive into the University one student from each county 
free of charge, which we should be able to do, were the 
University resources at our command. 

We appeal to your honorable body, with the knowledge 
that our appeal will not be in vain; for, judging from your 
former action, we fully believe that each member of the 
General Assembly feels with usa deep and lasting interest in 
our State University, and desire it placed upou such a basis 
as shall make it the pride and boast of every citizen in the 
State; and we would represent, in this connection, that the 
burning of the building during the war, together with the 
heavy bills now coming against us, was the work of the re- 
bellion—a misfortune which should not fall upon the Univer- 
sity but upon the State, by whose authority the institution 
was made an auxiliary of the army. 

We have already had to pay several heavy judgments 
from our endowment for articles turnished the Confederate 
army through the University, which have so crippled our 
finances as to compel the discontinuance of the beneficiary 
system of one student from each county. 

From the unfavorable auspices under which we have labor- 
ed with five Professors and a commandant, we have had thus 
far some thirty students only—a result caused in great part by 
the herculean and untiring efforts of our mutual enemies, who 
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have spared no pains or means to break us down, and pre- 
vent the prosperity of our University, but with your congur- 
rence and aid, we are determined to keep the institution 
open to students, and have placed the terms for board, room 
rent and tuition_of nine months, at the low rates of $25, 

We desire, however, to open our doors free to one worth 
student from each county in the State, and for that purpose 
require your honorable body to aid us in some of the ways 
indicated, or by allowing the commissioners court ot each 
county to pay the expenses of one student from their county 
at the University ; such student to be selected in such mayn- 
ner as may hereafter be determined.

We found on examination, that Mr. McKinstry was, n the 
time of his election, ineligible to the office to which he was 
elected by the provisions of section 3 of the amehdment to 
the Constitution of the United States, known as Article XIV, 
but that he had since been relieved of his disabilities by an 
act of Congress. In reporting that, in our opinion, Mr. McKin- 
- stry is now fully eligible to the office to which he has been 
elected, and that he should be permitted to take his seat as a 
member of the House of ‘Representatives, we have prece- 
dents in numerous parallel cases. Many of the present mem- 
bers of the General Assembly, who were elected to the con- 
stitutional convention in 186S, were, at the time of their elec- 
tion, ineligible to their office, but by a subsequent act ‘of 
Congress, they were relieved of their political disabilities, and 
allowed to accept their office ; and still later, President Grant 
recently recommends Congress to remove the political disa- 
bilities of elect Senator J ohnson of Virginia, in order that- he 
may qualify for his office. 

We, therefore, recommend the adoption of the following 
resolution : 

Resolved, That the Hon. Alexander McKinstry is hereby 
authorized to qualify as representative from Mobile county.

A minority of the Committee on Elections and Privileges, 
in dissenting from the views of the majority, respectfully call 
attention to the following facts : 

By a recent vote of the House of Representatives, Jacob 
Magee was declared ineligible to be a member of this House 
under the 3d section of the 4th amendment to the Constitu- 
tion of the United States, he having held office before the 
war, and afterwards engaged in the rebellion. 

Now, the election Jaw provides, section 69, that when a- 
person whose election is contested is proved to be ineligible 
to the office, the person having the highest number of legal 
voters shall be entitled to a certificate of election. 

Honorable Alexander McKinstry having received the next 
highest number of votes cast, claims the seat vacated, by de- 
claring Mr. Magee ineligible. But upon inquiring, he admits 
to your committee, that he, too, held office before the war, 
and was a colonel in the Confederate army during the rebel- 
lion, and, upon investigation, it was found that his disabili- 
ties had not been removed at the time of the election, nor is 
there any evidence to show that they are removed, other than 
a telegram from a United States senator, making the -state- 
ment. Admitting this to be good evidence, it still appears to 
the minority of your committee, that the intent of the elec- 
tion law is, that when a person was ineligible at the time of 
his election, the alection should be declared void as to such 
person. Section 45 of the election law provides that elec- 
tions may be contested when the person whose election to 
such office is contested, was not eligible thereto at the time 
of such election, and section 69. provides that when the per- 
son whose election is contested is proved to be ineligible to 
the office, judgment must be rendered, declaring the election — 
void as to such person. t 

Now, all votes given at the election held in Mobile county 
on the 3d of November, were given either for Jacob Magee, 
who has already been declared ineligible to a seat in this 
House, or to Alexander McKinstry, who was clearly ineligi- 
ble at the time of such election. The minority of your com- 
mittee can come to no other conclusion than that under the 
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law governing elections in this State, the entire election should 
be declared void, and the matter referred back to the people. 
of Mobile county, and would respectfully recommend the 
following preamble and resolution for the careful considera- 
tion of your honorable body : 4 
WHEREAS, At an election held in the county of Mobile, on

MESSAGE. 


EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT, 
Montgomery, January 10. 1870. 


Gentlemen of the Senate, 
and House of Representatives : 


I deem it a duty to invite your attention to a suit recentl 
instituted in the United States District Court for the Middle 
District of Alabama, by the Southern Express Company, for 
the purpose of restraining the collection of the tax assessed 
upon said company by the laws of this State. The accom- 
panying communication, from the Auditor, will show the 
summary proceedings which resulted in the granting of an 
injunction against the proper officers of the State, prohibit - 
ing them from collecting the tax referred to.. This case is of 
so much importance that I consider it proper to examine it 
at some length, in the light of the legal authorities bearing 
upon it: 

The complainant, in this case, is a mere private corpora- 
tion, created by the State of Georgia; it is not in any sense 
a public corporation, although its use may be public and its 
objects and operations may partake of a public nature— 
Angell & Ames on Corporations, 8th edition, $9 31 and 
32, and authorities there cited. 

This mere private corporation has no political connec- 
tion with the government of the United States or of the 
State of Alabama; no grant or charter from either of 
these governments; no contract with either of them, or 

“even with its creator, which is impaired to any extent by 
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the statute law of Alabama, of which it complains. It 
has not not even a shadow of right, by its agents or 
otherwise, to carry on any business or do any act within 
the limits of Alabama, except by the comity ot this State— 
Ang. & Ames on Corp., § 273, and authorities there cited. 

Although this corporation may be deemed and taken to 
be a citizen of the State which created it, for the purpose 
of suing and being sued in a proper case, in the courts of 
the United States, yet it is not a citizen within the meaning 
of the provision of the United States constitution, which 
declares that “the citizens of each State shall be entitled to 
all privileges and-immunities of citizens in the several States.” 
And it is competent for the State of Alabama to forbid 
every such corporation from transacting any business within 
the limits of this State-——Abbott’s Digest of Law of Cor- 
porations, pp. 336 and 337, $$ 1 to 9, and p. 568, $$ 3 to 
7, and authorities there cited; Bank of Augusta vs. Earle, 
13 Peters, 519, 586. 

Long ago this corporation, the mere creature of the laws 
of Georgia, came “ey its officers or agents within the limits. 
of Alabama aud engaged in business, by the comity of this 
State ; and whilst it was in the enjoyment of this comity and 
of the protection of this State, the General Assembly of 
Alabama passed an act, which was approved on the 31st day 
of December, 1868, entitled “An act to establish revenue 
laws for the State of Alabama,” a part of which is in the 
following words : i 

“Sec. 11. Be it further enacted, That there shall be and 
hereby is levied on all property in this- State, real and 
personal, not herein exempt from taxation, an annual tax of 
three-fourths of one per cent. j 

Sec. 12. Be it further enacted, That taxes shall also be as- 
sessed by the assessor in each county on and from the follow- 
ing subjects, and at the tollowing rates, to-wit : 

11. On the gross receipts of express and telegraph com 
panies, three-fourths of one per cent. 

All agents and managers of express and telegraph com- 
panies shall, on or betore the 15th day of April in each year, 
make out, under their oath, a true and full statement of the 
. gross receipts of their respective offices tor the preceding 
year, and deliver the same to the assessor of the county ; and 
such agents and managers shall pay the tax thereon to the 
collector, and retain the amount out of any money in their 
possession belonging to such company: Provided, That when 
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any such agent or manager shall fail to make the return re- 
quired herein, the assessor of the county shall proceed to 
estimate, upon the best information he can obtain, a probable 
amount of the receipts of each such office, and add thereto 
fifty per centum, and return the same to the collector in the 
same manner as other assessments are returned ; and no prop- 
erty of such company shall be exempt from levy and sale for 
taxes.” . 

The bill in tbis case is filed, not to recover any sum of 
money or any other property of any kind,` but to prevent, 
by injunction, the execution ot the provisions of the re- 
venue law above set forth, so far as these provisions re- 
late to the receipts or property of complainant. The bill 
is filed in the District Court of the United States for the 
Middle District of Alabama, and virtually asks tbat Court, 
or the Judge thereof, “to control the Legislature of 
(Alabama,) and to restrain the exertion of its physical 
force,” in the vital matter of taxation.—State of Georgia vs. 
Stanton, 6 Wallace, 73, 75. 

The bill is filed only against officers of the State, as such 
Officers, to-wit: against the State Auditor and two Tax As- 
sessors and one Tax Collector. (These Assessors and this 
Collector are county as well as State officers, and are often 
referred to in our laws as county officers.) As to the office 
of the Auditor, $ 94 of the Revised Code of Alabama ex- 
pressly provides that it “is under the general superintend- 
ence of the Governor.” And § 120 of the said revenue 
law provides : 

“That the Auditor of State shall, from time to time, 
prescribe such forms and give such instructions as he may 
deem necessary to carry into ‘effect the provisions of this 
act, and decide all questions which may arise as to the true 
construction of this act, or in relation to the duty of any 
officer under this act ; and the instructions thus given shall 
be obeyed by, and the decision thus made shall be binding 
upon all county and municipal officers.” 

Several allegations of the bill amount to nothing more 
than allegations of the opinion or belief or conclusion of 
the complainant, as to what is the meaning or import of the 
Constitution of this State and of the United States, and of 
the above mentioned revenue law, in so far as complainant 
supposes them to relate to the present case. But admit- 
ting every fact which is alleged as matter of fact, to be true 
as stated in the bill, the law of the land deduces from 
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those facts no other conclusion than that the gross receipts 
and property of the complainant, which are embraced by 
the provisions of said reyenne law, are clearly within the 
sphere of the taxing power of this State. . 

A controlling question in this case, is, whether the gross 
receipts and property of this mere private corporation, 
created by Georgia, which are embraced by this revenue 
law of Alabama, are within the sphere of the taxing power 
of Alabama. If they are wiihin that sphere, it is clear, . 
that the District Court of the United States has no juris- 
diction to enjoin the execution of the aforementioned reve- 
nue law which embraces them. That court, when invoked 
by that private corporation, to enjoin the execution of that 
State law, was required by the law of the land, to treat the 
legislature of Alabama as having the right to determine 
what portion of the public burdens the aforementioned 
receipts and property should bear, and also to treat the de- 
termination of that matter by the legislature shown in said 
State law, as conclusive upon that court.—McCulloch v. 
Maryland, 4 Wheaton, 428; Cooly on Const. Lim. 480, 488, 
506, 515; Mooers v. Smedley, 6 Johns. Ch. R. 28. The 
single question, whether this State law conflicted with the 
State Constitution, could not justify that court in taking or 
exercising such jurisdiction — Jackson v. Lamphire, 3 Peters, 
280; Porter v. Foley, 24 Howard, 415. That court has no 
such jurisdiction, where, as here, it is plain that the State 
law complained of is- not in conflict with any part of the 
Constitution or laws of the United States.— Commercial Bank 
of Cincinnati v. Buckingham’s Ex’rs, 5 Howard, 317, 3843; 
Mils v. St. Clair County, 8 Howard, 585. 

In the case last cited, the following passage occurs in the 
opinion of the court: ‘ The framers of the Constitution never 
intended that the legislative and judicial powers of the gen- 
eral government should extend to municipal regulations 
necessary to the well being and existence of the States.” 

In Ableman vs. Booth, 21 Howard, 516, the Supreme Court 
of the United States says: “ The powers of the general goy- 
ernment, and of the State. although both exist and are exer- 
cised within the same territorial limits, are yet separate and 
distinct sovereignties, acting separately and independently of ` 
each other, within their respective spheres.” The sphere of. 
action appropriated to the one, is as far beyond the reach of 
the injunction process of the other, “ as if the line of division 
was traced by landmarks and monuments visible to the eye.” 
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The question, whether the receipts and property of sucha 
corporation as the complainant, within the limits of a State 
which did not create it, were within the sphere of the taxing 
power of that State, is answered affirmatively and put at rest 
by the opinion of the Supreme Court of the United States 
(delivered by Chief Justice Marshall,) in Osborn vs. The United 
States Bank, 9 Wheaton, $59. From that opiuion the fol- 
lowing extracts are made : 

“ The foundation ot the argument in favor of the right of 
a State to tax the bank. is iaid in the supposed character of 
that institution. The argument supposes the corporation to 
have been originated for the management of an individual 
concern, to be founded upon contract between individuals, 
having private trade and private profit for its great end and 
principal object. : 

“Tf these premises were true, the conclusion drawn from 
them would be inevitable. The mere private corporation, 
engaged in its own business, with its own views, would cer- 
tainly be subject to the taxing power of the State, as any in- 
dividual would be ; and the casual circumstance of its being 
employed by the government in the transaction of its fiscal 
affairs, would no more exempt its private business from the 
operation of that power, than it would exempt the private 
business of any individual employed inthe same manner. But 
the premises are not true. ‘The bank is not considered as a 
private corporation, whose principal object is individual trade 
and individual profit; but as a public corporation, created for 
public and national purposes. That the mere business of 
banking is, in its own nature, a private business, and may be 
carried on by individuals or companies having no political 
connection with the government, is admitted; but the bank 
is not such an individual or company. It was not created 
for its own sake, or for private purposes. It has never been 
supposed that Congress could create such a corporation. The 

‘whole opinion of the court, in the case of McCulloch vs. The 
State of Maryland, is fouuded on, and sustained by, the idea 
that the bank is an instrument which is ‘ necessary and proper 
for carrying into effect the powers vested in the government 
of the United States.’ ” 

‘ Itis urged that Congress has not, by this act of incor- 
poration, created the faculty of trading in money ; that it had 
anterior existence, and may be carried on by a private indi- 
vidual, or company, as well as by a corporation. As this 
profession or business may be taxed, regulated or restrained, 
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when conducted by an individual, it may, likewise, be taxed, 
regulated or restrained, when conducted by a corporation. 

“ The general correctness of these propositions need not be 
controverted. Their particular application to the question 
before the court is alone to be considered. 

«We do not maintain that the corporate character of the 
bank exempts its operations from the action of State authority. 
If an Individual were to be endowed with the same faculties, 
for the same purposes, he would be equally protected in the 
exercise of those faculties. The operations of the bank are 
believed not only to yield the compensation for its services to 
the government, but to be essential to the performance of 
those services. Those operations give its value to the cur- 
rency in which all the transactions ot the government are 
conducted. They are, therefore, inseparably connected with 
those transactions. They enable the bank to-render those 
services to the nation for which it was created, and are, there- 
fore, of the very essence of its character, as national instru- 
ments. The business of the bank constitutes its capacity to 
perform its functions, as a machine for the money transac- 
tions of the government. Its corporate character is merely 
an incident, which enables it to transact that business more 
beneficially.” 

The power of a State of the Union, to tax property of 
every kind within its limits, and to tax it according to its own 
discretion, is unabridged and unimpaired, except by force of 
some provision contained in its own constitution, or in the 
constitution or laws of the United States. In other words, 
there can be no abridgement or impairment of this vital 
power of a State—this power sag obviously essential to its 
very existence, without its own consent. Each State has con- 
sented, that the constitution and laws of the United States 
shall be the supreme law of the land; and that its own con- 
stitution, subject to this supreme law, shall be supreme within 
its territorial limits. But no State of the Union has con- 
sented, that its power to tax any kind of property within its 
own limits, may be destroyed, abridged, impaired or inter- 
fered with by the mere action of a sister State in creating a 
mere private corporation, or by any course of business, how- 
ever grand and imposing such private corporation may choose 
to adopt for itself. See how Chief Justice Marshall treats 
this matter in Osborn against the United States Bank above 
referred to. His words are as follows: “ Would the people 
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of any one State trust those of another, with a power to con- 
trol the most insignificant operations of their State govern- 
ment? We know they would not.” 

In the face of these undeniable truths, supported as they 
are by these high authorities, this mere private creature of the 
State of Georgia undertakes to become a creator of jurisdic- 
tion for the United States District Court in Alabama. This 
undertaking is evidenced by the glittering detail found4n the 
bill of complaint, of the. vastness and variety of the modes 
which this creature has chosen for itself in the pursuit of its 
own private ends. This bill intorms the court tbat this pri- 
vate corporation, by its own choice, in the pursuit of its pri- 
vate ends, has become extensively engaged “ in the transpor- 
tation of goods and property of merchants and others engaged 
in commercial business between the several States of the 
American Union, and also the trausportation of goods and 
property imported from foreign countries and exported to 
them; * * And “that a large amount of goods 
and property is so transported by orator in mauner as afore- 
said, to this extent, that it has become one of the cbief agents _ 
for conducting commercial intercourse between the States of 
this Federal Union, and in that capacity is employed by a 
large part of the merchants and commercial men in what are 
termed the Southern States of the Union; * * And 
“that the Southern Express Company is employed, under 
contract with the government of the United States, in con- 
nection with the Adams Express Company, to transmit to 
and from the Treasury Department at Washington, D. C. 
and other departments, the public money, aud a considerable 
part of the gross receipts of orator within the State of Ala- 
bama are derived from this employment 3? * * * And 
“that a large part of the gross receipts of oratur, received 
within the State of Alabama during the year 1569, were re- 
ceived and are being received in Treasury notes of the United 
States called legal tender notes, and such treasury notes are 
used and employed by the goverument of the United States 
in the conduct of the greater part of the fiscal operations of 
the government within the several States of the Union.” 

The foregoing extracts from the bill exhibit what are be- 
lieved to be the ‘most specious of all the pretexts for the 
claim of complainant to exemption from State taxation, for 


its receipts and property within Alabama, or for some part 
thereof. = 
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Until complainant’s bill ‘was filed and the injunction 
therein prayed for was temporarily granted by the United 
States District Judge, it was generally deemed to be set- 
tled, that the power to regulate commerce between the 
several States and with foreign nations, was in Congress, 
aid not in the State of Georgia, nor in the line of conduct 
that a private corporation created by that State might deem 
it its interest to pursue; that the mere employment by the 
Treasury Department, or the other departments “at Wash- 
ington, D. C.,” of a mere private corporation created by a 
States;which had chosen to engage in the business of a com- 
mon carrier for its own private ends, to transmit to and from 
those departments public money, would not exempt its re- 
ceipts or property in another State from its power of taxa- 
tion; and that the mere fact that such a private corporation, 
created by a State, received legal tender treasury notes of the 
United States in payment for services rendered by it asa 
common carrier, from all persons, natural or artificial, includ- 
ing the departments at Washington, would not exempt its 
receipts or property in any particular State of the Union 
from the taxing power of that State.— (See Osborn vs. U. S. 
Bank, 9 Wheaton, S59 ; Nathan vs. Louisiana, S Howard, 73.) 

It is certain, that if the exemption from taxation here 
claimed by the complainant, has any existence, that exemp- 
tion has been created, not by the constitution or laws of the 
United States, nor by the Constitution or laws of this State, 
but merely by its Georgia charter and the line of conduct it 
elected to pursue in advancement of its mere private inter- 
ests. And surely it will not be seriously urged that the 
State of Georgia and its mere private creature have the right 
to create any such exemption from taxation in Alabama and 
the other States of the Union. : 
Inthe U. S. Bank vs. Deveaux, 5 Cranch, 85, Chief Jus- 
tice Marshall, delivering the opinion of the Court, said: 
“The judicial power of the United States, as defined in the 
Constitution, is dependent, 1st. On the nature of the case ; 
and, 2d. On the charter of the parties. 

_ By the judicial act, the jurisdiction of the Circuit Courts 
is extended to cases where the constitutional right to plead 
and ba impleaded in the courts of the Union, depends on the 
character of the parties ; but where the right depends on the 
nature of the case, the Circuit Courts derive no jurisdiction 
from that act, except in the single case of a controversy be- 
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from different States.” 

Even if every objection to the jurisdiction of the District 
Court to enjoin the execution .of the State law, which may 
be founded on the character of the parties, could be sur- 
mounted; yet “the nature of the case’ disclosed by the bill, 
presents an objection which is fatal to the jurisdiction which 
has been invoked and exercised. No such jurisdiction, in any 
such case as is here presented, can be derived from the Consti- 
tution or laws of the United States; and the District Court 
has no jurisdiction except such as is derived from that Consti- 
tution and those laws.— Noonan vs. Lee, 2 Black, 509 ; Conk- 
lin’s Treatise, 4th Edition, 121, 125, 161, 162; Hodson vs, 
Bowerbank, 5 Cranch, 303. 

The nature of the cases’ in which the Supreme Court of 
the United States has sanctioned the injunction of the execu- - 
tion of State laws by the courts of the United States, was 
essentially different from the nature of the: case here pre- 
sented by complainant. Those cases arose under the Consti- 
tution or lawgof the United States. In those cases, the right 
asserted was shown to be a right derived from the just con- 
struction of that provision of the Constitution which pro- 
hibits any State from passing any law impairing the obliga- 
tion of contracts, or of some other provision of that Consti- 
tution, or of some provision of some law of the United States. 
Admitting that such rights are properly enforceable by in- 
junction issued from the United States Courts, yet, it is plain, 
that no such right is here shown on the part of complainant, 
and that there is no ground for the jurisdiction which has 
been claimed and exercised in this case. 

With this statement of the case, I submit the whole subject 
to your consideration, hoping that such action will be taken 
as will vindicate the dignity, the right, and the just authority 
of the State.

To his Excellency Wm. H. Smith, 
Governor of Alabama : 


Sırx—I have the honor herewith to transmit copies of 
documents purporting to be proceedings in the United States 
District Court for the ‘Middle District of Alabama.” 

The first “ novice” of any proceedings in the Court referred 
to, received at this office, is marked “A,” signed by one 
John T. Morgan. This was received but one hour and a half 
before the time mentioned in the -letter when the case would 
be heard. 

Being unable to notify the Attorney-General in time, it 
was deemed that the State would not be prejudiced by an 
“ex parte” hearing before the court until his presence could 
be secured, yet I was verbally notified by a citizen, two hours 
thereafter, that the case was actually being heard before-the 
Hon. Richard Busteed, Judge, &e. 

I immediately repaired to the court room, and found that 
the court was engaged in the discussion of the case, and ap 
argument was being read by the before mentioned Jokn T. 
Morgan. 

The court recognized me as the Auditor of the State, and 
upon learning that the Attorney-General had not been noti- 
fied, proceedings were suspended until 10 o’clock, A. M., 
next day. After a hearing, on the day following, in which 
the State was allowed scarcely five minutes to show why an 
injunction should not issue, the court was adjourned, after 
an announcement from the Judge that * a temporary injunc- 
tion would issue upon filing a bond satisfactory to the 
Auditor. ” 

Nothing has since transpired in the case, except that -this 
day I have been served with papers marked “B” and “C.” 
I have not been called upon to approve any bond, nor do I 
know whether any bond has been filed. 

The whole proceeding is of such anomalous character I am 
constrained to report the same to you, so that upon full 
examination of the papers referred to, you can, as Governor 
of the State, take such action, or issue such orders as may be 
ia your judgment just and proper. 
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I will say, for your information, that I am not, nor haye 
I assumed to be, a collector of taxes; that I have not, nor 
do I propose to seize or distrain any property of the Express 
Company named in the suit of injunction. _ I have not, by 
any instructions or rulings from this office, in any way inter- 
fered with the execution of the revenue laws in relation to 
Express Companies in the State. The several agents ot the 
company having refused to make return as required by law, 
the County Assessor was compelled to proceed under par. 
11, § 12, Revenue Laws, and add penalty for non-compliance 
with the law. 

In no sense whatever is the Auditor responsible for the 
lapse of the company, and this ofice will await instructions 
from your Excellency, which, it is hoped, will be direct and 
positive, as the instructions you may be pleased to give will 
be complied with.

MONTGOMERY, ALABAMA, 
January 26, 1869. 


Gentlemen of the Senate, 
and House of Representatives : 


The undersigned, a joint committee appointed by the Sen- 
ate and House of Representatives of the General Assembly of 
Alabama, to examine and report upon the condition of that 
portion of the Selma, Marion and Memphis Railroad, for which 
. the company have received the endorsement of its bonds by 
the State, to the amount of sixteen thousand dollars per mile, 
‘ it being the first section of twenty miles from Marion jung- 
tion, in the direction of Marion, respectfully report as fol- 
lows: ; 

Your committee met at the city of Selma on the 7th of 
January inst.. and went from there to the Marion junction, 
on the Selma and Marion Railroad, and thence along the line 
of the Selma, Marion and Memphis Railroad, for more than 
twenty miles from the Marion junction, They examined the 
road-bed, cross-ties, iron rails, construction, locomotives, pas- 
senger and box ears, depots, and machine shops, and other 
buildings connected with and belonging to said railroad. They 
found the road well constructed, in good condition and well 
furnished and well equipped. The track is necessarily laid 
through a prairie country, requiring a great deal of. ballasting, 
with straw or gravel, to keep it in first-class condition during 
the winter or im seasons of heavy and continued rains. 

This ballasting cannot be found in sufficient quantities in 
the section of country through which the road passes, at 
present, but beyond the present terminus, in Hale and Pick- 
ens counties, ample opportunities for procuring the necessary 
ballast will be found, which it is the intention, as it is mani- 
festly the intereat of the company, to supply in sufficient 
quantities. 

Meanwhile, the company is endeavoring to supply the de- 
ficiency of the proper kind-of ballast, by the use of sand, and 

y increasing the number of cross-ties usually laid down, -with 
constant supervision and repair of the road-bed, to keep up 
the track. With this exception, which is but slight, and 
which it is the obvious interest of the company to make as 
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temporary as possible, the road may be considered strictly a 
first-class railroad. 

The committee do not hesitate to say that the railroad and 
its equipments are a good and sufficient security to the State 
upon its endorsements of the bonds. The road runs through 
a fine section of the country, with a fine, energetic popula- 
tion, and the rich and fertile country, for which it furnishes 
transportation and travel, and the economy, energy and eff- 
ciency with which its business is managed, give us assurances 
of sufficient guarantee for the State. and of great success to 
the road. 

Your committee have been courteously furnished by the 
President of the company with a statement of its property. 
and effects, a copy of which is hereunto attached, by refer- 
ence whereto it will be seen that the net assets of the Selma, 
Marion and Memphis Railroad Company are seven hundred and 
ten thousand and one hundred dollars—more than double the 
amount of the endorsement of the State for said company. _ 

The earnings of the road already show enough to defray the 
running expenses, and to pay the interest on the bonds 
endorsed. 

As this road is extended, the country through which it will 
pass is of such a character as to promise a much larger amount 
of earnings than have hitherto been received. 

In view of these and other facts which might be mentioned, 
your committee beg leave to report that the State, in their 
opinion, has incurred no risk from the endorsement of the 
bonds of the Selma, Marion and Memphis Railroad Company, 
and respectfully ask that their report be received, and your 
committee discharged.

REPORT OF JOINT COMMITTEE. 


To the Senate and House of Representatives 
of the General Assembly : 


Your committee, appointed by the two Houses, under and 
by virtue of a joint resolution, adopted on the 22d day of 
November, 1869, whose duty it was to ‘ examine into the 
condition and management of the Mobile and Montgomery, 
and Montgomery and West, Point Railroads,” have discharged 
that duty as far as has been to them practicable, and respect- 
fully submit the following report of the condition and man- 
agement of the Mobile and Montgomery Railroad : 

ist. Your committee, believing that to enable them to ob- 
tain the requisite information, it would be necessary to give 
the machine shops. depots, water stations, road-bed, bridges, 
culverts, track and machinery, a personal and thorough in- 
spection, and to enable your committee to. discharge fully 
their work, we were furnished a special train by the super- 
intendent, Mr. Jordan. 

On an examination of the shops and machinery at Mont- 
gomery, found that the company have 

Twelve first-class locomotives. ‘ 

Eight second-class locomotives. 

Five third-class locomotives. 
` Six first-class passenger cars. 

Five second-class passenger cars. 

Twenty new box cars. 

Ten new platform cars.- 

One hundred and seven old box cars. 

Fifty-three old platform cars. 

The machine shops are large and well arranged, but the 
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amount of machinery for repairs is limited and not sufficient 
for extensive repairs. The stationary engine is too light for 
the service, and old. The company is without a round house 
for the protection of the engines, and the raising sheds and 
paint shops are of wood, and very temporary in their char- 
acter. 

In proceeding along the track we found the rails badly 
, worn and broken, and lamination going on at a rapid rate. 

From Montgomery, south for four miles to Catoma creek, 
the old rails, ties and road-bed are in very good order. From 
Catoma, south, about eight miles, the rails, ties and track are 
entirely new. with fish-bar rails of fifty-six pounds to the 
yard, and the road in a very fine condition. 

From Pintlala to Fort Deposit, a distance of twenty-two 
; miles, the road runs through the prairie, which is well known 
to the railroad men of the State, as presenting the most 
serious difficulties on account of the peculiar soil, in main- 
taining a good and perfect track. The road in this section is 
in miserable condition. 

From Fort Deposit to Greenville, a distance of 11 miles, 
the track is in a very bad condition, the rails are broken and 
laminated, and of ‘an inferior quality of iron, and the road in 
this section is a patch work, and your committee found it 
absolutely dangerous to pass trains over it. We find that 
Mr. Jordan, the engineer and superintendent of this road, re- 
fers especially to this subject in his report to the stockholders” 
at their annual meeting in May last, and states that there are 
in the track, `

which your committee belieyes to be a correct statement 
of the condition of the track. . 

Between Montgomery and Greenville, the company has 
experienced much difficulty in securing a regular and full 
supply of water for use of trains, owing to the peculiar forma- 
tion, and have resorted to ordmary and artesian wells and 
cisterns, without obtaining a requisite supply. 

The bridges over Catoma and Pintlala creek are each 
of 136 feet span, with 1459 feet of trestle approaches. The 
trestle approaches are good and new, but the bridges are 
miserable, and should be rebuilt at once. 

There are many other small bridges or trestles between 
Montgomery and Greenville, that are in a decaying condition, 
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and should be rebuilt as soon as possible, as they are unsafe 
for the passage of heavy trains. 

From Greenville to Pollard, a distance of 69 miles, the 
track is in general good condition. There issome lamination of 
rails ; additional new ties are required, and some of the small 
trestle bridges want repair, and occasionally the bauks re- 
quire widening; otherwise there is no fault to find with this 
part of the road. 

The country between Pollard and Greenville is rather 
flat, and requires a large number of water gaps, but no 
extensive bridges or trestles. 

From Pollard to Tensas, a distance of 50 miles, the 
road passes through a high undulating country; the track, 
cross-ties, road-way are all in excellent condition. The 
bridge over the little Escambia is old and should be re- 
built; the trestle over the Big Escambia should be re- 
placed with a permanent work, with exceptions just made; 
the bridges and trestles on this division are good and in 
excellent order. 

At Tensas, the company has constructed a wharf, about 
100 feet wide and about 600 feet long, upon piles and 
well above the tide. The wharf house seems to be 
sufficiently large to give shelter to all the freights dis- 
charged from the steamer of the company, except on extra- 
ordinary’ occasions, there may be some temporary exposure 
of freights; the wharf and pile foundations seem to be 
sound and secure.

From Tensas to Mobile, the business of the company is 
done by water transportation; for the passenger business, 
the company keeps constantly employed the new steamer 
St. Elmo, which seems ample for all the service required. 
The freight service is performed by the steamer Sumter, 
which seems equally capable ot meeting the demands of this 
department. There is ample water between Tensas and 
Mobile, and it is rarely the case, that there is any failure 
on this part of the line, and then only at times of very 
severe gales in the bay. 

Your committee will report further upon a subject ex- 
pressed in the joint resolution, namely—the conduct and 
‘management of this railroad. 

In consequence of the dilapidated condition of parts of the 
road, and the very limited rolling stock and machinery, it 
would be unreasonable to expect that excellence and efficiency? 
in the conduct and managenient of this company, as we find 
with roads in fine order and thoroughly equipped. 

We cannot say that the management has been as good as 
it could be even with the limited outfit, as numerous com- 
plaints are made by the business men on the line of road; of 
discrimination in freights, such as greater facilities being given 
to freights going from Greenville to Savannah, than to freights 
from same point to Mobile. It is further charged that freights 
between Mobile and Montgomery are carried at much less 
rate than freights between Mobile and Greenville, though the 
distance to Greenville is forty-five miles less than to Mont- 
gomery. We find that this discrimination occurs only at 
points where the road comes in conflict with competing lines. 

The running time of the trains averages about fifteen miles 
per hour, and so far as your committee- could learn, the 
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schedule is strictly followed by the engineer and conductors 
on the road. There are frequent accidents and loss of prop- 
erty to the company growing out of the bad condition of the 
road,;; but there has been very few accidents involving loss of 
life or injury to persons, and as far as your committee could 
ascertain, none of the accidents could be charged to neglect 
orincompetency of those actually engaged in running the 
trains. 

Your committee have read with care all the acts under 
which this company claims its existence, and we have not 
been able to find that there has been, -or is now, any acts ren- 
dering in any way a forfeiture of the charter of the company. 

Finally, in view of the geographical position of this rail- 
road and its intimate connection with the tuture development 
and prosperity of the State as the main line of traffiic—your 
joint committee beg leave to present the accompanying bill, 
entitled “ An act to authorize the: Governor of the State of 
Alabama to endorse on the part of the State the first mort- 
gage bonds of the Mobile and Montgomery Railroad Com- 
pany,” and recommend its passage.

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REPORT. 
MONTGOMERY AND WEST POINT RAILROAD. 


Beg leave respectfully to report, that in our examinations, 
its officers have manifested a disposition to aid usin every 
way, and have replied to our various interrogatories touching 
the detailed management and conduct of the road in a full 
and candid manner. Certain complaints have been made to 
us of discrimination or inequality in the tariff of rates on 
this road. After a careful examination into this subject, we 
are unable to find any cause for such complaint, or reason to 
believe that the system imposing the various rates or charges 
on this road differ in any respect from that generally in use, 
upon railroads in the State. 

There are inequalities in charges, between local and what 
are known ‘as through rates, but from the tariffs of other 
roads which have been submitted to.us, we see that the 
same difference exists on all roads. The local rates are, as 
we understand, such as are established by railroads all over 
the United States, to yield a fairly remunerative return for 
carriage performed, and such as all roads would, if they could, 
maintain on all business. It happens, however, that some 
roads do not have business enough on their own lines to give 
full employment to their outfit, and, in consequence, seek 
foreign business. In doing so, they meet with a degree of 
competition that compels them to take such business, at a 
less rate than their local, or not obtain it at all. To carry a 
barrel of flour, under these circumstances, for twenty (20) 
cents, when the local rate is thirty (30) cents or under, does 
not appear to us to be a discrimination against the people - 
directly interested in the road, or to work them an injury, 
but on the contrary a benefit, inasmuch as, whatever of the 
necessary income to keep up the road, comes from abroad, 
just so much less will have to come from the people at home, 
and if any road is kept up from income, mostly obtained from 
abroad, it tollows that the people directly interested in the 
road, have the benefit of it at the expense of the foreigner. 
We are of the opinion, therefore, that the local rates are 
those which this, and all other roads find necessary to main- 
tain, and where through rates are lower, they are so from un- 
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avoidable competition, and not from any favoritism or dis- 
crimination. 

The condition of the road is peculiarly embarrassing. Prior 
to the war, its business was sufficiently remunerative to ena- 
ble it annually to replace several miles of its flat bar with a 
rail of a heavier and more approved form. During the war, 
this of course could not be done, and at its close, the great 
cost of replacing its entire outfit, changing the guage, and 
other burdens increased its debts to a degree, which rendered 
its income, after paying interest and working expense, insuf- 
ficient to continue the renewal of the iron to the extent neces- 
sary for successful operation. For these reasons, some por- 
tious of the road are not in a condition of ordinary safety. 
From full and lengthened conversation with the President 
and Superintendent of the road, we are satisfied that there is 
good reason to believe that negotiations now pending for se- 
curing the joint interests of the lines reaching from Columbus 
to Savannah on the one hand, and from West Point to Charles- 
ton on the other, will be successful, in which case, material 
aid will be at hand to put the road in a condition which will 
be creditable to the State and profitable to its owners. 

In conclusion, we find no ground for legislative notice or 
action with reference to this road, inasmuch as we were 
unable to discover any violation of their charter. _

Gentlemen of the Senate, 
and House of Representatives : 


I consider it a duty to invite your attention to a part of 
the Constitution relative to filling vacancies in certain ju- 
dicial offices. In Section 11, Article 6, of the State Con- 
stitution, it is declared that “Judges of the Supreme Court 
and Chancellors, Judges of the Circuit and Probate Courts, 
and of such other inferior courts as may be by law estab- 
lished, shall be elected by the qualified electors of the 
respective counties, cities, towns or districts, for which said 
courts may be established.” The same section provides that 
“vacancies in the office of the Circuit Judge, Judge of Pro- 
bate, or Judge of any other inferior court established by law, 
shail be filled by the Governor.” 

It will be seen that Chancellors are named in that part of 
the constitution which prescribes the manner in which they 
shall be primarily chosen.” But neither Supreme Judges nor 
Chancellors are mentioned in that part of the section which 
relates to filling vacancies. The Supreme Court, of course, 
is not an “inferior court” in any constitutional or legal 
sense. If a vacancy were to occur on the supreme bench, 
it would be the duty of the Governor, under the general elec- 
tion law, as it now stands on the statute book, to have it 
filled by a popular election. It is not so clear, however, in 
regard to a vacancy in the office of chancellor. How such a 
vacancy is to be filled, depends upon the construction to be 
placed upon the phrase ‘inferior courts established by law.” 
Does that phrase include a chancery court? The expression 
occurs twice in the section referred to; and I am inclined to 
the opinion that it has reference to courts established by 
statute. 

Section 7 of the same article, requires certain duties at the 
hands of each chancellor after “he shall have been elected or 
appointed.” Taking these two parts of the Constitution to- 
gether, I think it should be determined by a legislative act, 
whether a vacancy shouldbe filled by an election or an ap- 
pointment. At any rate, the question is involved in so much 
doubt that I have been unwilling to take definite action on a 
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vacancy now existing im one of the chancery divisions of the 
State, without first consulting the General Assembly. I 
therefore recommend the enactment of a law prescribing the 
manner in which vacancies in the office of chancellor shall be 
filled. i

Gentlemen of the Senate and 
House of Representatives : 


FE have this day approved and signed a bill to be entitled, 
“An act to reorganize the municipal government of the city 
of Mobile, andto provide for the election of the officers thereof.” 
I am aware that itis not usual for the Executive to commu- 
nicate to the General Assembly the reasons which induce his 
favorable action on a bill. Nor do I propose to do se, at any 
considerable length, in this instance. 

My mind is not entirely free from doubt as to the consti- 
tutionality of the bill referred to. But as this doubt does 
not amount to a positive conviction, I consider it nothing but 
right that the benefit of it should be given to the General 
Assembly. 

Before the passage of this bill, there was no law ia force 
which made any provision for a manivipal election in Mobile. 
Without some legislation, therefore, the people of that city 
_ would have been indefinitely deprived of the privilege of 
electing their own officers. I should have much preferred a 
bill providing for an immediate election. Our institutions 
are kased; upon, the night of the people te chose their own 
public. servants. This. right extends to cities.and towns as 
well as to counties and States. Under the bill, however, 
which I have just approved, there will ke an election in Mo- 
bile for city officers within less.than,one year from this time ; 
and Į am unwilling to interpose objections which might de- 
fer,the period when the people of that city will have the op- 
portunity of exercising those elective rights which properly 
belong to them in common with the people of other cities. 
For this reason, I have regarded it a duty to give the bill my 
official approval.

The Constitution provides that the credit of the State shall 
not be given or loaned, except on undoubted security. The 
security offered in this bill for the $300,600 asked for, is ex- 
ceedingly doubtful, as it only offers second mortgage bonds 
on a railroad which, according to asworn statetent-of its offi- 
cers, is worth about $319,000 00, and which is already mort- 
gaged to the State for $480,000 00. 

We, therefore, hereby and hereon solemnly warn all persons 
against the purchase of any bonds of the State issued under 
the provisions of this act, for, if their payment is contested, 
the unconstitutional manner of the passage of this bill will 
render them worthless.
